More 
people may have desired to look at it, but a 
lack of room prevented. As the preseat year 
is the 700th anniversary of London’s Mayor- 
alty it was decided to make this year’s show 
more gorgeous than any of the shows tnat 


preceded it, and the oldest inhabitant, it is. 


understood, is satistied that no patriotic Lon- 
dover bas ground for growling at today’s 
pageant. It was certainiy a show to attract 
attenton if not to satisfy expectation. There 
was gold and tinsel in 1t; there were men of 
high standing and people of little consequence 
in if; there was much to stare at 
and’ more to laugh at; the moderns 
Were overpowered by the medieval, 
and much of the latter, instead of filiing the 
multitude with admiration or awe, was prov- 
ocative of smiles and occasionaily gave birth 
to groans and jeers. There was mosic on foot 
and on horseback, and if there arose at times 
rears of disapproval! there were also thunder- 
ine cheers. The show got under way atnooa 
and finished its wanderings four and a half 
hours iater. Though supposed to be the prin- 
cipai figure init, Sir Henry Isaacs, the new 
Lord Mayor, obtained only asmall share of 
attention. ' The show was like a circus with 
five rings. ‘It was impossible to concentrate 
attention upon any one partuiit. Some of 
it had to be given to representatives of many 
worshipful companies who are no 
longer in business, but stick to 
wmeir ancient tities with the  ten- 
acity of so many buil dogs. The sports and 
pastimes of ola England, many of them dat- 
ing back to 1300. could not escape a passing 
giance. The Lord of Misrule and his cart 
brought smile: to the faces of widows and 
orphans. Those who represented English 
worthies descended from Lord Mayors were 
notaccorded the respectful reception war- 
ranted by their age: Queen Elizabeth was 
not so young as she might have been. Her 
wig was auburn. Asa wag on the Strand 
loudly announced it was all real hair. Eliza- 
beth kicked before the show began to move 
because she had not been furnished with 
gloves, She rode a-large and bony white 
horse. y recognized John Hampden, 
perhaps because one of hislegs was drab and 
the other venetian red. Oliver Cromwell 
scowled when he was hissed and smiled 
graciously when he was calied “Good 
Olid Cromweil.”” The Dake of Marlborougn 
Was repeatedly requested to remove his sword 
from between his legs. Sir Henry Fitzai- 
wyn, who was Mayor of London in 1190, 
seemed weak on his pins; none of those whu 
represented tne Mayoralty of London in the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth, 
seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries were 
received with roarsof appiause. Sir Richard 
Whittington, he of the cat, however, was 
complimented on ali sides when his identity 
was discovered.

16 great sanctuary of the old Baltimore 
cathedral, the seat of the Roman Catnoiic 
primacy of the United States, tomorrow at 
the opening ceremonies of the centennial of 
the Catholic church in this country. While 
the coming celebration may not equal in im, 


‘portance the Pienary Councils, it brings to- 


gether all the prominent representatives of 
the church, both lay and clerical, in the 
United States, and in the proceedings of the 
congress and the incidental great torchlight 
parade the growth of the church in this free 
land will be made the theme of illustration. 
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THE PAPERS TO BE READ. 

The last meet ng*devoted to preliminaries 
of the Catholic Congress adjourned at 1 
o’clock this afternoon. It was a joint session 
of the Advisorv Committee, the Committee 
on Papers, and the Committee on Organiza- 
tion. Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul presid- 
ed, and among the prominent laymen present 
were Maj. Heury F. Brownson of Detroit and 
C.ty Controller W. J. Onahan of Chicago. It 
was decided that the permanent organization 
of the congress be placed in the hands of a 
committee appointed by temporary Chairman 
ex-Gov. Lee Carroll] of Baitimore. The com- 
mittee will consist of one member from each 
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DIVINITY BUILDING, CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY, TO BE DEDICATED WEDNESDAY. 


When Bishop Carroll was elevated to the 
charge of the See of Baltimore, the first dio- 
cese in the country, there were less than 40,000 
Catholics in the United States. Cardinal 
Gibbons says there are now eighty thousand 
clergy and nine million adherents to the 
tenets of the faith, ten thousand churches 
and chapels, and six hundred and fifty insti- 
tutions of learning. The hierarchy comprises 
one Cardisal Archbishop, the Primate, seven- 
teen Archbisbops, and seventy-one Bishops. 
The exact date of thé establishment of tne 
Diocese of Baltimore was Nov. 6, 1789, but it 
was, deemed inadvisable to begin the cele 
bration of the event on any other duy than 
Sunday, and as the next Sunday fails on the 
10th, tomorrow was selected. 

There are several handsomer Catholic 
churches in this country than the Baltimore 
Cathedrai, but when erected it was the larg- 
est and finest edifice in the United States. 
Now itis a venerabie-looking pile, a massive 
gray-stone structure severely plain in its ex- 
terior tines. Two miniature towers, lige the 
minarets of a Turkish mosque, and a big 
dome add to the antiquated appearance of the 
building. About eighteen years ago the edi- 
tice was enlarged in the rear, and a wing 
added to the left side to afford more room in 
the sanctuary. The rear chancel door of the 
cathedral opens into the Cardinal’s garden in 
tne rear of nis residence. Spacious grounds 
surround.the church. 

WITHIN THE CATHEDRAL. 

The interior of the cathedral is grand and 
gloomy. It will accommodate 5,000 people, 
but it is about the most uncomfortable church 
in the city. High, stiff-backhed, penitertial 
pews, uncomfortable kneeling-stools, and 
stone floors and dark, cold corners make it 
rather unattractive to the visitor whe, not of 
the faith, undertakes “todo as tne Romans 
do”? and remain during a!ong service. There 
are two gulleries, one occupied by the granc 
organ and the other reserved for visiting 
clergy and others. The art workin wal! 
frescoes, statues, and paintir«s is 
fine, There are several immense paint- 
ings, gifts from former Popes to the 
first American Bishops, which are several 
hundred years old. One picture in opar- 


ticular, the descent from the cross, painted ° 


in a French monastery some time in the last 
century, is a masterpiece. The main altar is 
a magnificent piece of merble work, and the 
side altars and general furnishings of the 
chancel are on a grana scale. Another 
organ in the sanctuary is used to accompany 
the choristers in the Gregorian music. The 
grand organ in the gallery is used for the 
mass music on Sundays and feast davs. 
Christine Nilsson, Clara Louise Kellogg, ano 
Oiner noted prime donne have sung to its 
accompaniment 

The most interesting part of the cathedral, 
and that wnich the public knows least about, 
is the crvpt. Beneath the main altar isa 
marbie sarcophagus in whicn repose the re- 
mains of all the past Archbishops of Balti- 
more. 

An impressive scege will’ be presented to- 
morrow. In the morning a cordon of the 
Catholic societies wili ‘form about the 
Cathedral square, and, between the lines of 
Knights in gay uniforms and gilded banners, 
the procession of prelates and pricsts in 
theif white and goid vestments will move 
from the Curdinal’s residence by way of 
Charles street and Mulberry street to the 
main entrance of the church. Cardinals 
Gibbons ana Tascherau wiil follow: tne 
Bishovos, walking under a gold and crimson 
canopy borne by members of the Young 
Catholic Friends Society. 

NOTABLES IN THE LINE. 

In the line will be the Pope’s special dele- 
gate, the Archbishop of Lepanto; Mer. 
©’Conneli, rector of the American College at 
Rome, and Mgr. Gadd, the representative of 
Cardinal Manning of England.

The political situation in the new State of 
Montana was clearly explained by Congress- 
man Thomas H. Carter, elected at the recent 
election, in @ conversawon with a TRIBUNE 
Fepresentative yesterday. 

“Wohoat was your majority?” Mr. Carter 
was asked. 

““My majority was 1,648. There were eleven 
candidates on the State ticket. There was 
but one Democrat elected on that ticket. He 
was the candidate for Governor. His major- 
iy Was about 550. This majority was ob- 
tained by Toole, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor, through Repub! can votes iu certain 
unquestionable Republican strongholds. The 
Republican majorities on the remainder of 
the ticket ran from 300 to 1,900.” * 

“ Did any defecwon in the ranks of the Ke- 
pubdiicans exist?’ 

‘*Not to. any noteworthy extent. The Re- 
publicans worked harmoniously, but they 
were forced to contend witha united and 
desperate Democracy. lt so happened that 
the Democratic party was supported by about 
all the corporate influences of the State. In 
addition, it was supplied with unlimited 
means by millionaire Democratic Senatorial 
aspirants, while the Republicans were gom- 
pelled to make the fight with barely sufficient 
money to pay the most necessary campaign 
expenses.

They carefully fastened the doors 
and pasted heavy paper over the windows, 
and thus provected from every eye they pro- 
ceeded to prepare a statement of what they 
thought the vote of the precinct ought to be. 
Having arrived at a conciusion, they wrote 
the conclusion out and certified that 
it was correct and then came forth and de- 
manded that the clerks of election should 
sign the prepared returns as witnesses. 

THE RETURNS THROWN OUT. 

‘“‘ These returns were forwarded to the Coun- 
ty Canvassing Board. That body looked over 
the papers, und, finding the return had not 
been prepared by the clerk as required@by law 
and that they were not in any sense regularly 
certified to, set about to inguireif any other 
returns bad been prepared or whether the 
alleged returns before them actually repre- 
sented the votes cast at the precinct in queés- 
tion. Their inquimes convinced them that 
the alleged returns were not the returns of 
the yotes cast in Precinct Thirty-four or any 
othér precinct of the county. 

“Becoming convinced that the paper 
sought to be palmed off as the returns of elec- 
tion was irregular, illegally prepared, fraua- 
ulent, and untrustworthy, the board thought 
proper to refuse to make any abstract o7 the 
votes as shown by the paper. Within five min- 
utes after this decision nad been reached a 
mandamus was served on»tbe Canvass- 
ing Board, commanding them to canvass 
the returns of that precinct or show 
cause for refusal. The Judge whoissued this 
writ was himself a candidate on the Demo- 
cratic ticket ana had been voted for in Pre- 
cinct 84 and in every other precinct in the 
county, and indeed throughout the entire 
State. Owing to his relation to the vote and 
interest im tne case the Democrats seemed 
exceedingly desirous of having that gentie- 
man pass upon the mandamus proceedings 
before tu» admission of Montana as a State, 
inasmuch as the admission would dispossess 
him of his judicial authority. 

BLOCKING THE WHEELS. 

“ Of course tue President mignt have re- 
moved Judge De Wolf without ceremony, but 
the Republicans of Montana did not desire 
his removal), nor did the President think it 
proper to remove oim..

HAIR FROM DR. CKRONIN’S HEAD. 


Dr. Egbert Tells How He Removed It from 
the Dead Body. 

Dr, James Egbert, County Physician, was re- 
calléd and examined by Mr. Hynes as follows:

PROF. HAINES’ CHEMICAL ANALYSIS. 


He Testifies That the Spec!mens Examined 
by Him Were Undoubtedly Blood. 

Walter S. Haines, Professor of Chemistry at 
the Rush Medical College, was called, and on 
behalf of the State examined by Mr. Mills. 

Prof. Haines said he was appointed to the posi- 
tion in 1876, and during the last eighteen years 
had devoted particular attention to what is 
called medical chemistry—that is, the applica-

tion of chemistry to medical topies, such as ex- 
amination for poisons, examination of blood, 
milk, mineral waters, and things of that char- 
acter which are connected with médical science. 

Q.—You may state whether or not you received 
any articles from Prof. Belfield. A.—Sept. 27 of 
this year I received from Prof. William -T. Bel- 
field the sealed envelope which [have in my 
hand here and which I subsequently opened. In 
the first place I found a little note writtenon a 
org of paver. I do not know positively wheth- 
er it was written by Dr. Belfield or not, but itis 
on his letterhead. found in addition a small 
chip of wood which I have here, @ piece of biue 
paper with a reddish stain on it, a piece of cot- 
ton with some reddish stains on ih, and seme 
pieces of paper of this character (exhibiting two 
or three small pieces of what appeared to be 
paper from the interior of the trunk) with some 
stains on them also. 

Mr. Wing—I suppose, of course, your Honor, 
that they traced these articles by proof back to 
their origin? ! 

Mr. Mills—O, certainly. I wish to say here, 
your Honor, that we called Prof. Haines first in 
order to maintain the order we have adopted in 
this matter. The order will manifest itself here- 


after. 

The witness—I was asked by Dr. Helfield to 
examine the articles in the envelope, which I did. 

Q.—What examination did you adopt, chemical 
or microscopical? A.—Chiefiy chemical, but to 
a slight extent microscopical. . 

Q@.—With a view of determining what fact? 
A.—With a view of determining whether the 
stains on those articles were stains produced by 
blood or not. 

Q.—And not to ore the exact character 

—No, sir. 

Q.—You may state to the jury what method 
you adopted, what means yotl employed in de- 
termining that question; state it in your own 
way. A.—Il subjected these stains in the first 

lace to certain chemical tests which we have 
or blood and which are quite characteristic for 
determining the présence of blood when it exists 
in the subject under examipation. One of the 
first tests employed was what is known as the 
Guaiacum test. It consists in making a solution 
in water or sume other fluid of a little of tne sus- 
pected material and of treating it afterwards with 
the solution of gum guaiacum in alcohol. If the 
article 1s blood, and only blood, there will be no 
particular change manifested. But if we next 
bring in contact with it a substance known 4s per- 
oxide of hydrogen, if blood is present there will 
be produced almost at once a beautiful and 
often intense biue color. I applied that test to 
these various arti¢lés, and obtained the char- 


‘acteristic reaction for blood. I then subjected 


the articles to anotner chemical test, which is 
also well known for blood. The suspected sub- 
tance was treated With strong acetic acid. This 
acetic acid is the acid found in vine- 
gar but I+ used a much _ stronger 
acid than that found in ordinary vinegar. 
After treating them with this acetic‘acid, which 
éxtracts the blood, I allowed the’ solution to 
evaporate away, when I found under the micro- 
scope certain dark-colored crystals. These 
crystals are produced from blood, and biood 
only, and they are known as hemal crystals. 
If we obtain those crystals we know that blood 
is present, because nothing else can produce 
them. In operating’ on the specimens that I 
have in my hand I obtained these crystais in a 
marked manner, and I therefore knew that tne 
stains on these articles were biood. I then 
made a combination of the two tests already 
mentioned, and | obtained the crystals which L 
have last spoken of; I purified them, and then 
treatea them with a fincture of guaiacum 
and the peroxide of hydrogen, designated in 
my first test. A beautiful blue color was brought 
out by this procedure, so that I had not only the 
second test that I mentioned, the production of 
the crystals, but also the first test—the guaia- 
cum test—added toit. I then took a small part 
of the coloring matter of those stains and mas- 
cerated it with diluted giycerine. I put it on a 
piece of glass and covered it with another small 
piece of glass, let it stand for a ‘time, and ex- 
amined it under a microscope to see whether I 
could find any blood corpuscles. Upon making 
that examination I discovered an abundance of 
those little ‘particles in the blood which are

Q—You may state whether or not any hair was 
handed to you by Prof. Belfiela. A.—I received 
from Prot. Belfield Oct. 2, or about that date, 
some dark colored hairs which were inclosed in 4 
piece of paper in an envelope. It was dark 
colored hair, Itook three of these hairs and oe 
one end of each on a piece of soap. I wet the § 2 
slightly so that the hairs would adhere to it. 
let them remain on the piece of soap for about 
two weeks, and then examined the end that was 
on the soap and compared it/ with the end chat 
had not been attached to the soap. I found that, 
as was to be expected from a knowledge of such 
matters, the end that was on the soap had been 
decidedly bieached, and was of a lighter color 
than the end that was not puton the soap. This 
was due to the action or alkaline character of 
the soap, alkaline supstances generally having 
the effect of reducing the color in hair, particu- 
larly if itis iong applied. I also took one of 
these hairs and put one end of it ina strong alka 
line substance, stronger than soap—a solution of 
potash, The color was taken out from that end 
quickly, the potash being more strongly alkaline 
than the soap was. 

Mr. Wing—I move to exclude the testimony of 
the witness as to what he did and what he ob- 


served in reference to the bair. It is illegal and 
improper proof. « They cannot introduce expert- 
ments of that sort properly. : 

The Court—I will take that objection under 
consideration; at present 1 do not think itis 
good, but it may be.

THE SIZH& OF CURPUSCLES, 


Mr. Wing Questions Prof. Haines at Length 
on This Point. 

In reply to Mr. Wing’s questions on cross-ex- 
amination Prof. Haines said the specimens 
analyzed were received by him from Dr. Belfield 
in one envelope, and everything so received 
had been brought into court. The specimens 
when Prof. Haines received them were quite dry. 
There was no chemical test known by which the 
biood of one animal could be distinguished from 
that of another—at least noinfallible test. The 
witness then told again how he made the test. 

Q.—Do cot writers generally state that water 
should not be employed alone, because it swells 
the corpuscles? You have read of that have you 
net, doctor? A.—Some make that statement, 
put itis a matter of opinion with different ex- 
perts in the examination of blood. 


Q.—How bigis a corpuscle? A.—They vary in . 


different animals. 

Q.—Take the corpuscle of an elephant, for ex- 
amvie? A.—It is about one 2800th or one 2000th 
of an inch in diameter. It is very small. You 
could not see it with the nakedeye. They vary 
in size, however. 

Q.—Whatis theshape of them? A.—They are 
round; I mean to say they are flat and round; 
not spherical, but circular. 

Q.—About how thick are those corpuscles? 
A.—They are thinner than broad. About in the 
relation of one to six, or perhaps a little thinner. 

Q.—Did you ever see any corpuscle of a bird, 
man, or beast? A.—Yes, sir; many of them under 
the microscope. 

Q.—Suppose there was a little drop of blood 
which had dried on this table; would it be possi- 
ble before diluting, by any means an earth, to 
observe any one corpuscie? A.—I would not say 
it was impossible; but I have never done it my- 
self, nor ever read of its being done. 

Q.—Can you state what the condition of a dry 
corpuscie is. It has never been observed by 
mortal man, has it? A.—No such clot as that 
you have spoken of, without preparation, bas 
peen analyzed; therefore, a corpuscle under 
those conditions probably has never been ob- 
served by human ®yes. 

Q.—I will ask you if the corpuscle has ever 
been traced from a fluid to a partially solid con- 
dition—a dry ciot—and traced back again to a 
fluid condition; any one ¢corpuscie? A.—Not 
traced into a clot and then back aguzin. 

Q.—Tgke a little drop of blood that might fall 
from the prick of a pin, us large as a pin’s head, 
about bow many of these corpuscles would there 
be init? A.—Twere would be several millions— 
many millions in it. 

Q.—And no man knows—and science does not 
enable them to know—the exact change these 
little discs undergo by being dried; isn’t that a 
fact? A.—If you say dried into clots, such as 
you have supposed they are, 1 think you are cor- 
rect, unless we are permitted to reason from 
analogy. 

Q.—What is the average diameter of the cor- 
puscie from a man? A.—It averages about a 
one 3250th of an inch. 

Q.—And the grcoat writers and chemists differ 
on thatsubject? A.—Yes, sir; but not material- 


WING TALKS ABOUT CORPUSCLES. 


Q.—Don't the writers on an average—don’t 
they vary all the way from one 3250th up to one 
2800th? A.—I never have seen such statements 
made in regard to the average. We had some 
corpuscles in @ man’s blood that may equal pos- 
sibly the high figure you mention and some that 
are much smalier than the average, but the av- 
erage as given. by different writers is not the 
largest nor the smallest, but it is the medium, or 
the observation of a great many. 

Q.-—if you take one individual—take blood 
from one person, for instance—there may be a 
great variation in the corpuscles which you find, 
might there not, doctor? A.—Yes, sir, there is 
considerable variation. 

Q.—And they vary often by reason of the state 
the health of the blood? A.~That might infiu- 
ence the size somewhat. 

Q.—In the diseased condition the blood cor- 
puscle is frequently much larger in some classes 
of disease than in the normal condition: that is 
what the writers say on the subject, isn’t it, 
doctor? A.—Yes, I believe it is. 

Q.—And in other diseased conditions they may 
be much smaller? A.—They may be smaller 
in “i x re + 

—There a heap of uncertainty about 
tants there, doctor? A.-No, not a areas deal ~ 
uncertainty. They may vary in size somewhat 
and yet they averdge ciosely. ; 

Q.—Isn't it @ fact that these little dises in the 
blood of the child—infant—are much larger than 
they are in an adult.in a great many cases?

SUMAN BAIR AND HUMAN BLOOD, 


What the Microscopical 
Mr. Henry L. i olman Revesaied. 
Microscopist Henry L. Tolman was called and 
examined by Mills on bebalf of the State. 
Mr. Tolman said he bad pursued his profession 
for about ten years and had hada great deal of 


practice, 

Q.—Have you recently examined any spec}- 
mens having connection with this case? A.— 
Yes, sir. About four weeks ago I was brought 
some specimens of biood said to have been taken 
from tae floor of the Carison cottage; of some 
sPecimens taken by myself from the trunk said 
to have been found in connection with this case; 
of some hair saidto have been taken from the 
trunk: and also some hair saidto bave been 
taken trom Dr. Cronin’s head, Part of the spec- 
imens I received from Dr. Belfield. 

Q.~Will you stute to the jury what was the ex- 
aroination or investigation which you made with 
the microscope? A.—Thée examination was the 
Incasurement of the minute—— 

Mr. Forrest—I object to the testimony of this 
expert ana all other experts with reference to 
blood taken from the Carlson cotjage,on the 
ground that there is no proof in this cuse that 
the biood in that cottage was not there before 
the 4th of May; and on the further ground that 
there is no proof that it Was not put there alter 
May 4. 

An argument followed, which the Court 
brought to au end by overruling Mr. Forrest's 
motion, and an exception was taken. 

The Witness—The examination was an investi- 
gation and a measurement of the minute disks 
oF vofpuscies whieh are found in all buman 
blood—the examination was with reference to 
their size, that being the only way in pure blood 
and blood alone that distinguishment can be 
Inade of them. ; 

Mr. Mills—State the processes. A.—The blood 
Was dry, so mech go it crumbled into minute 
particles or grains, It was put into @ solution of 
common salt, in water of aspecific gravity or 
density, as it is called, of 1.065, that being a fluid 
which is as near as possible of the same specific 
gravity or density as the blood was in woen it 
was in the human body—that being the specific 
gravity of the serum. The reason of that was to 
prevent the corpuseles swelling any larger than 
they were naturally and at the same time to 
prevent them from becoming any smaller. In 
other words, to plate them in thé same position 
that they were in the body. Now those were 
allowed to soak from three to thirty-six hours in 
that fluid, care being taken to prevent 
evaporation by covering them up with @ 
small, air-tight cover, and smali amounts being 
added to make up for evaporation. An exami- 
nation was all this time being mude irom time to 
time to see at whatrate the mixing of the cor- 
puscles was going on. The ciots were made up 
of ftibrine and of the olood corpuscles, ~ The 
fibrine is slightly seiuble in that fuid, and when 
it Was dissoived the blood corpuscles were float- 
ed out. They were found and placed under an 
instrument for measurement—a cobwed microm- 
eter — and the measurement was carefully 
taken from edge to eage of the corpuscie. A 
large number of them were measured in this 
way. We examined all of the measurements, 
and it was shown on an average from all my 
measuremnents that the corpuscles were 
each about 1-3181 inoh in diameter. 
1 alsofound in that examination that there was 
something present besides corpuscles. There 
were preseént minute fragments of wood, which 
necessurily were broken off, and a considerable 
amount of detritus—brgyen-u 
cies; also epithelium—epithelium being the 
thin covering of all external and internal por- 
tions of anfmals or human beings. Lasily, there 
were ten .of a dozeh minute oairs of ditterert 
lengths, but of a small fraction of an inch in 
length, hairs which afte only found on the exposed 
and naked portions of the face and some portions 
of the human body. Twuast is, where the long hair 
does not grow, the body is covered up almost en- 
tirely by an extremely short growth of hair 
ordinarily called fuzz. 

@.—The face and.body of what was covered 
with that? A.—Of a human being. 

Q@.—Wiil you state as to q bat specimen you 
have thus been testifying? A.—The portions 
taken from the chips given me and said to be 
from the floor of the Carlson cuttage—bits of 
white pine. 

Q.—In view of the examination which you have 
described what do you, as a man of science, say 
as to the kind of blood Which you discovered? 
A.=I shouid say that it was human blood. Part- 
ly because the average of ail those measure- 
ments brings it above tne generally es- 
tablished average of human blood, which is 
about 3.200 or 3,250 to an inch; and secondly, be- 
eause the kind of hair found adds strongly to 
that supposition. I may add that those hairs 
were not visible to the naked eye, that they were 
in the clot, and when I first saw them I passea 
them by as atoms of fibrine. They slightly re- 
sembled it, but their repetition so many times 
finally led me to examine them most carefully. 
They were only found in that clot, and appar- 
ently where the clot was the thickest. 1 came to 
two interstices between the wood, where they 
were thicker, and there found them in quite a 
number, nealy in the center of the drop. 

Q.—Do Il understand you to say that this little 
hair orfuzz would sot be perceptiole to the 
naked eye without the aid of a microscope? A.— 
Not atall. ‘The mucroscope was essential to 
their observation; again, allof those hairs were 
broken either off or smashed so they just hung 
by a thread, and they broke with a fracture like 
a brittle piece of wood. I found several of them 
floating around, and MQnaily identified them 
beyond question. 

Q.—Have you had experience in the use of the 
microscope in determining the Character or nai- 
ure of hair? A.—Yes, sir, @ large amount. I 
have collected—I have examined the hairs of 
men, Women, and children, a great many hun- 
dreds of them—and also madea collection of all 
the kinds of hairs of the different animals from 
different sections of the worid as far as I can get 
them, for tne last six or seven years, 

q.—I will ask you if human hair can be dis- 
tinguished by the scientific eye with the aid of 
the microscope from the hairs of other animals? 
A.—Yes, sir. ‘ 

Q.—What was the resultof your examination 
of the paperfrom the trunk as you have de- 
scribed it, I believe? A.—I did not make any ex- 
amination of the paper. 

Q.—You did not? A.—No, sir; that was left to 
Dr. Belfield. 

Q.— What hair in this investigation did you ex- 
amine? A,—I took part of the hair; some speci- 
méns of hair which Dr. Belfield had in his office 
and in which he said-— 

Mr. Wing—lI object. 

The Witness (continuing)—And which were 
supposed to be, or designated as hair, 

Mr. Wing (excitediy)—I1 object. I object. 

Mr. Mills (to Witness)—You marked the ar- 
ticles when you got them. A.—Yes, sir, there 
were two bunches. 

Q.—I will ask youit human hair standing by 
itself can be distinguished only by the expert 
eye by the aid of the microscope? A.—Yes, that 
is the only way where it is of any length. Of 
course, if it is @ half an inch long and spike 
shaped you could tell it by the eye, but where it 
is two or three inches long, then it requires the 
aid of the microscope, 


Q.—How many hairs did you receive from Dr.’ 


Belfield? A.—Tbirteen of one kind and fifty-six 
of the other. : 

Q@.—Have you got those hairs with you? A.— 
Yes, sir. (Witness produces the hairs in two 
packages.) I think I measuredall of these. In 
one package there were two or three short ones, 
which I thought were suspicious, and I did not 
examine tem because it was possible they 
were tail ends and I could not measure them 
fairly. I will explain that to you. Those are the 
ae fone 

Q.= at was the result of your exam 
of the hairs under the microscope, in jeteren 
ing the nature or character of those hairs scien- 
tifically, as to whether they were human hairs or 
other hairs? (Objection. Objection overruled. 
Exception.) A.—They were human hairs in my 
judgment, both of them. 

Q.—There was one matter you said you desired 
to explain in reference to certain short hairs? 
A.—I said there were two or three hairs that I 
did not measuré because they were the ends of 
hairs. And my measurement of the others was 
made about an inch or balf an inch from the 
end as near as I could judge, in order to make 
them all on the same basis so that the examina- 
tion. would be fair. 

a. r. Mills (to witness)—As to the size of these 
irs—— 

Mr. Forrest (to witness)—With reference to 
some of the bairs you measured and not to the 
small hairs? A.—The hairs in the blood were 
none of them measured, but I can state approxi- 
mately the size of them,

small hairs approximately. A.—From 1-200 to 
1-490 of an inch fu the blood. ;

Mr. Forrest Questions Mr. Tolman &s to 3 


the Correctness of His Microscope. 

After Mr. Forrest had stated that the cross 
examination of Witness Tolman would be a long 
one and asked for an adjourament until after- 
noon, which the court refused, he moved to ex 
clude all the testimony of the witness. The court 
overruled the motion, and an exception was 
taken. Mr. Forrest then began his cross-ex- 
amination. 

The witness stated that for the last year and 4 
half only had he depended upon microscopes 
for a living, and during that time had testified in 
court a8 an expert about ten times. 

Q.—Is not using the microscope with reference 
to testimony your chief business? A.—No, sir. 
I have been making a microscopic examination 
of the forests of the United States—all the woods 
—with reference to their durability, adaptability 
to certain climates, and the ene of cer- 
tain trees in the North and South. 

..—Did you ever before testily as to blood? A. 
= es, sir; in the Wilson murder case for the de- 
nse, 

Q.—Did you ever testify in a case where it was 
important to determine human blood from any 
other blood? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Did you ever testify that it was impossible 
to determine human blond from any other blooa? 
A.—No; 1 testifiea, if IL recollect right, that or- 
dinarily 1t was impossible to distinguish haman 
blood from a dog's biood. 

Q.—Did you not testify that it was impossible 
to distinguish human blood frum that of three or 
four other animals beside the dog? A.—I{ cannot 
say now whether I did or not, but my impression 
is that I gave them the diameter of the cor- 
puscies and left the other party to make tHe de- 
duction. 

Q.—In what other case have you testified? 
A.—I made an examination in the Zora Burns 
murder case, but was not put upon the stand, 
The examination was as to the blood on the whip. 

Q.—Were you with the prosecution or the de- 
fense on that occasion? A.—The defense. 

Q.—How often have you testified where Mr. 
Mills has been in the case? A.—Only once be- 
fore, That was at Geneva. 

Q—What kind of a microscope do you now 
have? A.—A compound microscope of a stand 
made by W. H. Bullock in this city, or @ stand 
near what he calls a proféssional stand, but has 
some improvements which I put on, also some 
special matter of objectives and those one adds 
by the perenne of them. 

Q.—What objectives do you use? A.—For 
blood, a one-tenth homogeneous immersion ob- 
jective and.an examination with a C eye piece, 
giving a diameter of 1-1250, and with an inch eye 
piece giving a magnifying power of 652 8-10. 

Q.—What are the errors in your microscope? 
A.—The same as in ali microscopes; the aberra- 
tions of light when passing through glass; the 
aberrations of light when striking the edge of 
fine rolled lines; the aberrations of light when 
passing around the circumference of a cobweb; 
the aberrations of light when passing around or 
through any object whose diameter is less than 
1-250u of an inch. Also tne errors of the screw 
when using a cobweb, and the delusive equation 
of the beholder. 

The professor then described the process adopt- 
ed for determining errors by Prof. Ewell! and 
others and how by such tests it was possible to 
arrive at the error in a microscope. The exam- 
ination run invo 129,000ths of an inch, and in some 
cases 382,000ths of an inch, and at its conclusion 

the witness said that Prof. Ewell bad pronounced 
i his microscope practically correct. 

Q.—Then, of your own knowledge, you do not 
know whether it is correct? A.—Of my own 
knowledge, 1 do not know that it is correct; but 
I believe it is. 

Q.—The accuracy of your measurements would 
of course depend upon the accuracy of your in- 
struments? A.—Necessarily. 

Q.—Does not Prof. Rogers say that itis impos- 
sible to make a microscope accurate? A.—The- 
oretically accurate. 

Mr. Forrest—That is a good stopping-place. 

The Court—Yes. The court will take a recess 
until 2 o'clock. 


FORREST STILL QUESTIONING, 


Several Admissions by Mr. Tolman Favor- 
abie to the Defense. 

With the commencement of the afternoon ses- 
sion the cross-examination of Mr. Toiman was 
continued by Mr. Forresi. 

The witness said he t the bloody pieces of 
wood from Dr. Belfie! There were two of 
them, and he marked them. One was marked 
“No. 2” and the other “No. 3” 

Q.—What is blood, chemically? A.—Blood is 
one of the elements which go to make up—O, 
blood—that is, the fluid which circulates through 
the veitis and arteries of man ana other warm- 
bicoded animals, Its principal ingredients are 
carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen, sulphur, 
phosphorus, saits of sodium, magnesiuam—those 
are the ultimate ingredients. 

Q.—What is the usuai division? A.—Into 
gerum, biood corpuscles and fibrine. Serum is 
the ~ ia into Which the corpuscles are sus- 
pended. 

Q—When blood falls upon a piece of pine 
wood what happens? A.—The serum is evapor- 
ated, leaving a small trace of the salts that bave 
been in itand the fibrine entangies the corpus- 
cles into @ mass, and the whole coagulates and 
finally becomes a dark red compound, That 
compound is called clot. 

The witness here again described the process 
of exa-~nination. 

Q.—After you have used your solvent to sepa- 
rate the corpuscies, now is there any means 
known to science by which you can certainly de- 
termine when they are restored to their orginal 
size? A.—I know scieutifically that they won't 
be any larger than they were if I bad not used a 
solvent or any less specific gravity than the 
serum. 

Q.—Is there any means known to science—it 
admits of yes or no, and isa simple question—is 
there any means known to science by which a 
scientist can determine when they have been re- 
stored to their original size? A.—I think there is. 

Q.—Can you state any authority that states tne 
same thing? A.—Inever have seen it coillater- 
ally stated whether there was or not. I[ have 
only seen it stated in the way that I have stated 
it here. 

Q.—Is there any means known to you by which 
these might be restored to their original size? 
A.—Not of a knowledge that I would. say with 
my eyes, no; of a knowledge derived from my 
knowledge of chemical matters, yes. 

Q.—Can you refer us to any authority in which 
a method is set up by which the scientist can de- 
termine when they are restored to their original 
size? A.—No, sir; I have not looked at any at- 
thority of that kind for several years. 

Q.—Do you know of any? A.—I say I have not 
read up recently to see; I have not had my av- 
tention called to that. 

Q.—And you mean to say that you don’t know 
the state of Knowledge on that subject at the 

resent time? A.—No, sir; I dun’t thing that 
ollows; I mean to say that I have not examined 
it either one way or the other in the last few 
years. 

Q.—So you don’t give any opinion on thad? 
A.—No, sir; [have not seen the latest writing 
about it, I think, : 

Q.—Can you tell how many corpuscles all to- 
gether you measured on those six or eight plates? 
A.—That I can’t tell, because, as I say, I put two 
or three together. 

Q—How are we to determine, then, as to 
Whether you have added or divided correctly; 
have pon got your original data here? A.—Some; 
not ail. 

Q.—How many good corpuscles, approximate- 
ly, did you get from a plate or slide? A.—My im- 
pression is that I got {fom No. 2 twenty-two 
corpuscles. 

Q.—Give me the measurement of those twenty- 
two corpuscies. A.—I have not got tnem: I 
looked for them this morning; those were made 
rhage, I went away. I have been away from the 
city. 

Q.—How many plates or slides did you prepare 
from No. 3? A.—About fifteen or twenty? ver. 
haps twenty. 

@.—How many corpuscles did you get from 
those fifteen or twenty? The first we had was 
twenty-two. A.—That is my recollection (pro- 
ducing memoranda), Thirty-four corpuscles 
from No: 3. 

Q—Do you mean to say that you can de- 
termine what «ind of blood it is from twenty-two 
corpuscles taken’from pleces No. 2? A.— Well, 
that goes with No. 3 I didn’t make any sep- 
arate conclusion of it. 

Q.—How did you know that bdéth came from 
the same plates? A.—My:mpression is that that 
chip was splitin my presence in Dr. Beifield’s 
office, but I am not sure about that; I think so. 

Q—Do you mean to say as ascientist that 
4 base an opinion upon the measurement of 

fty-six corpuscles? A.—I mean to say that all 
the conciusion I passed upon has been on that, 
because that is ail I had, 

Q.—Can you, from the measurement of those 
fifty-six corpuscles, determine what kind of blood 
it was? A.—With a high degree of accuracy I 
can’t determine that to a scientific certainty. 

Q.—Is it not a fact that when you haVe fresh 
blood that you ought to have at least 200 corpus- 
cles in order to base a fairly reliable opinion on 
it? A.—I never have seen, and don’t know per- 
sonaily, how many are necessary; I have never 
heard anybody state. 

Q.—Now, all the testimony that you cave in 
your direct examination abovt the measurement 
of corpu‘cies was based upon the measurement 
of the corpuscles obtained from those two S$ peci- 
mens? A.—Yes, sir. 


FORREST’S DIFFICULT) PROBLEMS. 


They Prove in Several instances to Be Too 
Much fur Mr. Tolman. 

Mr. Forrest continues the cross-examination 
of Mr. Tolman as follows: 

Q.—Now, when bicod dries in a clot what be. 
comes of those corpuscles? A.—They are dried 
up with it. 

Q.—What effect does drying bave upon the 
size and shape when they dry in a clot? A.—It 
squeezes OUL & portion of the fluid matter, and of 
the hematin, and generaily turns.up, or twists, 
or shrivels the outside body, or stroma.

Q.—Schmidt gives it as 8,350, does he not? A.— 
I do not know. 

Q.—Now, Iask you asa scientist if there is 
any recotnized average? A.—Yes, sit; I think 
there 18, 3.250; some base their averages on What 
they bave found in their own experiments they 
have made; on the other haad, there are others 
who bave made experiments without stating tne 
resuit. : 

Q.—If a man is making an examination, and 
wishing to designate what blood it is, he would 
take af average, would be not? A.—Yes. . 

Q.—But if he wished to be dishonest he could 
take either a large or a small one, couid he not? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Do you not think as a scientist you should 
have kept your measurements out of the second 
specimen? A.—I did keep them, and I thought I 

I have been 
away from the city for three weeks at Minneap- 
olis. Before I left home I made my calculations, 
and left them on a piece of paper in my window. 
I came home on a jump to get some data I had 
madé, and in trying to find some other data I 
have misiaid those, I only returned to town 
this morning, and tried to find them, but was UD- 
ablé to do so, I supposed I had kept the record 
of No. 2 the same as I did of No. &. 

Q.—I wish to ask you as a scientist whether 


you ean determine from that examination of- 


those corpuscles alone whether it was human 
blood or some other blood? Now. mind, Tam 
asking whether you can determine that from 
those corpuscles alone? A.—Well, 1 would not 
say except presumptively. 

.—I ask you as a scientist. and eg an opin- 
ion exclusively upon those corpuscles, those thir- 
ty-four that averaged 1-3103, as to whether you 
can tell from the average size of those corpus- 
cles whether or not that blood is human? A.— 
That increases in accuracy because I had SO per 
cent more. 

Q.—Can you tell whether or not the blood was 
human from that? A.—Presumptively. 

Q —Will you say you can determine from those 
thirty-four corpuscles whether the biood was 
human?’ A—To that extent, I should say my 
judgment is that it is. 

Q.—Take the average of the twenty-two, plus 
thirty-four corpuscles, making fifty-six, can you 
determine from the measurement of those cor- 
pusclesonly,and nothing else, whether or not 
they were the corpuscles usually found in the 
bleod of the human being? A.—I can only 
termine pro rata. 

Q.—Can you say, yes orno? A.—I cannot say 
that: I would like to have had more to test, 

Q.—I would like to know whether it is possible 
for any one using the microscope to measure 
corpuscles, and nothirg else, to determine 
whether or not the blood is human or animal? 
A.— It is a matter of conclusion. 

Q.—Is not this the fact, all the microscope en- 
ables you to determine is that the result is con- 
sistent with the bloodof a man? A.—That is 
the way to state it. 

Q.—And only in this way will the microscope 
enable us to say approximately whetber it is 
human or the blood of an animal, but it is impos- 
sible to determine that fact with accuracy? A.— 
Yes, if the average is 8,250; that » what it is 
based upon, I presume. 

Q.—Iam talking about the measurement of 
corpuscles, and I ask you whether you can by 
measuring corpuscles alone determine whether 
this is human blood: A.—I can only answer that 
in the way I have done. 

Q.—I wilt ask you if you can cite any-recog- 
nized authority which enables you to state that 
you can determine by the measurement of tae 
corpuscles alone whether or not that blood is 
human? A.—I do not think there is any recog- 
nized anthority. 

Q.— What is the size of the blood corpuscles in 
a puppy! A.—I do not know. 

Q.—And yet you are a scientist testifying in a 
case involving human life? A.—Yes, sir, lam 
only testifying to what I know. 

Q.—Whatis the average size of the corpuscles 
of the opossum? A.—I cannot state now. 

.— What is the average size of the blood cor- 
puscles of the guinea pig? A.—They have been 
stated differently; one authority states them at 
one 3358th, | think. 

Q,—Dvw you not know yourself? A.—I do not 
know whatall men say; I make my own exam- 
inations, tes I do not now remember what my 
conciusions were when I made the examination. 
I tried to bring my book here, and brought a 
book with me, but I find I have not my figures 
here. ‘ 

Q.—Do you think by the microscope It would be 
possible to detérmine the difference between the 
dry blood of a guinea pig and & human being? 
A.—Not if they were under one 3250th of an inch 
—jit depends upon the s)ze; if it wag one 3110th of 
an inch I should be justified in saying it was indi- 
cative of the blood of the guinea pig. 

Q.—Is it not afact that the size of two cor- 
puscies are so near that you cannot determine? 
A.—If you take one 3250th as a basis you can. 

Q—Can you cite any scientist who tells us that 
you can tell the difference? A.—I do not think 
of any. 

Q.—Can you tell us of any scientist 
who’ says you can tell the difference 
between the blood of a guinea pig and 
a human  0béing? Or any scientist who 
informs us that you can tell the difference be- 
tween the blood ef the rabbit or the opossum and 
that of a human being? A.—Not, as I said be- 
fore, where they agree in size, and come up te 
one 320th. 

Q.—Do you not know as a fact that they do? 
A.—Yes, I know it on the average. 

Q.—And did you not put that in your statement 
to strengthen your statement to the jury? A.— 
No. sir. 

The Court—That wiil not do, Mr. Forrest. Re- 
marks like that, you must put in your argument, 
not in a question to the witness. 

Mr. Forrest—I would like to gnow in what 
way my question is objectionable. 

The Court— Well, I bave ruied upon it, and will 
not allow it, 

The Witness—I would like to explain, 

The Court—You may do so. 

The Witness—My explanation is, and I want to 
say that if | found in any one case the blood eor- 
puscies were one 3260th of an inch I could not make 
a conclusion as to whether it was the biood of a 
guinea pig. or of a puppy, or of an opossum, or 
of a rabbit; but if the contested corpuscles were 
of such different size as to be aside from that av- 
erage, then it would induce me to change my pre- 
sumption, and in a case where they were so much 
larger than the maximum given by any authority 
it makes the case more nearly certain. 

Q—You said on your direct examination you 
had known the average to be one 2250th? A.—No, 
sir; I did not. I said I knew of a single corpuscle 
which measured that. 

Q.— Whats is the highest average size you ever 
knew of? A.— Well. last June [had ten corpus- 
cles from a gentieman and the average was 
one 298&th—the largest I ever saw. 

Q@.—What would you sayof an average of one 
2500th and one 270th? A.—Then I should think 
it very doubtful if it Was @ man’s blood. 

Q.—What effect does disease have upon the 
corpuscles, ifany? A.—Weil, it affects them, it 
increases the color and reduces the hematin. 

Q.—Does it not sometimes increase the size? 
ve sir, 1 do not think it does; I never knew 
of it. 

Q. ~You have been retained in the usual wa 
by the prosecution? A.—My retainer consisted 
in the State's Attorney saying, “I want you 
to examine these with Mr. Belfieid.”’ 

q.— You expect to be paia as the court experts 
are, doyounot? A.—Yes, sir. 


DR. BELFIELD UN THE STAND 


He Saya the Blood and Hair Were from a 
Homan Being. 

Dr. William T. Belfield was next called, and 
his examination was conducted by Mr. Hynes. 
The doctor said he had been in practice for 
tweive years, and had madea special study of 
microscopy. 

Q.—Have any specimens been placed tn your 
hands in reference to this investigation? A.—Yes, 
sir; I received » bunch of cotton wrapped in pa- 
per frum Capt. Schaack May 6. I received three 
chips with stains on them from Capt. 
Schuettier Sept. 12, if I remember right 
—certainly in September some time. About 
the same time I received two bunches of 
hair from C ipt. Schuettier and a cake of soap on 
which Was a singie hair and pieces of others. I 
also obtained, in company with Mr. Toiman. 
specimens from the trunk in the vault of the 
city-hall. We took pieces of lining from tne trunk, 
and pieces of paper, 4pparently wrapping paper 
there were in the trunk, and aiso some pieces o 
cotton, 

Q.—Did you give any of your specimens to 
Professor Haines? A.—I gave a piece of one 
of the chips to Prof. Haines. I placed all the 
hairs in bis hands for some five days in October. 
I gave him pieces of the specimens obdtained 
from the trunk by myself, that is, the paper, and 
lining, ete. I examined with him a piece of the 
cotton which 1 obtained from Capt. Schaack in 
May. Ideliveredto Prof. Haines three sealed 
envelopes whose contents I do not personally 
know. They were sent to me by Mr. Totman. 

Q.—You spoke of taking some lining from the 
trunk. What was the character of that lining? 
A.—It seemed to de paper. 

Q.—Who was present when you obtained it? 
A.—Mr. Tolman, Supt. Hubbard, and the custo. 
dian of tne vault, whose name / do not know. 

Q —State, if you please, whether you subjected 
those several specimens to any scientific test. 
A.—Il examined the cotton received the 6th of 
May. lexamined tne two bunches of hair and 
the several hairs and soap. I began to examine 
the stain from one of the chips. 

Q.—Did you examine the lining that you ob- 
tained from the trunk? A.—I aid not, 

Mr. Forrest—I would like to bave the record 
show the same objection to this testimony as we 
made to that of Mr. Tolman. 

The Court—That may be so. 

Mr. siynes—Proceed doctor. A.—The cotton 
Was matted together with what appeared io be 
blood. i separated the outside of the cotton and 
from the inside took some of the liquid contents

Q.—W her,you speak of liquid contents indi- 
cate what you mean? A.—Liquid contents 
looked exactiy like liquid blooa.

A.—By the 
presence of what are termed blood corpuscles, 
which are characteristic of blood, The nature of 
the biood is determined by the size, shape, and

~Q.~Is there any scientific method of de 
mining whether bair is human hair or not? a 
Yes, sir. ) Wicroscepical examination chiefly. 
I examined six hairs from each of the two 
buaches mentioned, and these six were all hu- 
man hairs, 

Q.—How do you determine that—what are the 
characteristics known to science? A.—Ali the 
characteristics of the hair are shown by the mi- 
croscope—that is, the diameters, the markings 
on the surface, the relation between the central 
medulla, as it is termed, and the rest of the hair, 
the. distribution of color spots through the 
structure of the hair. Humans bair and that of 
many other animals is covered with scales on 
the outside resembling in a general way the 
scales of fishes, overlapping like the shingles on 
aroof. Those scales vary in size, also in thin- 
ness, between consecutive overlappings. 

Os you examine the hair from the soap? A. 

-—What kind of a hair did you discover that 
to be? A.—Human har. 

Q.—Is there any way known to science that is 
not known to the human eye, dnd to the common 
observation, by which the relative character of 
hairs can be determined? A.—The human eye 
must be assisted by the microscope, and may oe 
further assisted by certain chemical reagents, 

Q.—Have you employed any methods known te 
science for determining the correspondence of 
those hairs? 

Mr, Forrest—I object. 

Q.—State the characteristics of the several 
hairs, parts or portions of hair which you received, 
A.—The six hairs taken irom the buoch said to 
have been brought from the trun& ranged from 
two and three-quarters to three and five-eighths 
inches in iength. They rangé from 240 to the ine} 
to 800 to the inch in diameter at the thickest pars 
—that is, near the root. They were of a dark 
brown color by reflected light. 

Q.—Describe the characteristics of the other 
bunch. A,-—Six bairs taken from the bunch said 
to have been removed from Dr. Cronin’s head, 
raoged trom 2% to 2% inches in length. and 
ranged the same in diameter as tne others in the 
thickest part. The hair on the soap was 
three inches long. The diameter was 1-276 of ag 
inch at its thickest part. 

Q.—Have you that hair with you? A.—I have 
them 4ll with me except those I destroyed.

Q.—What positions have you occupied in your 
profession in connection with any institution? 
A.—Some years ago | was @ lecturer on pathol- 
ogy, and es ane on surgery in Rush Med- 
ical College. was pathologist subsequently 
and surgeon for the County Hospital, and lam 
now Professor of Pathology in the College of 
Dental Surgery. Those are the most important 
positions. 

Q.— How wide has your experience been in the 
use of the microscope? A.—Weli, I studied the 
use of it. as I state, some thirteen or fourteen 
years. I had instruction in the useof the instru- 
ment abroad—in Vienna and London—as well as 
in this vity, and have made constant use of it in 
the practice of surgery, and have been called @& 
number of times to make examinations in cases 
of legal interest. 

Q.— What other animals furnish blood approxt- 
mating in size to the corpuscles of human biooa? 
A.—There are severa! wild animals which firnish 


corpuscies closely approximating thatof man; . 


the opossum, monkey, Kangaroo, seal, beaver, 
porcupine, and Wolf, and then two domestie 
animals, the dog and the guinea pig. 

Q.—How nearly do they approximate the size 
of the human corpuscles? A. -That could be 
answered only by stating the usual size of each, 
The figure usualiy given for human corruscies is 
one 3th of an inc The size varies somewhat. 
Sometimes it may be 3150 or 3500 to the ineh, 
but generally speak ing it is 3300 tothe inch. The 
dog’s corpuscles measure usually 3.500 te the 
mach: a little more or a little iéss in differeit in- 
dividuals. The guinea pigs Iwill sayin round 
numbers 3400 to tne inch. 

Q.—Have you got ycur measurements of those 
corpuscles? A.—I have the average measare 
ment. Yes, sir. 

Q—What were they? A.—The measurement 
of 160 corpuscles was one 3216th of an inch. 


MR. FOSTER’S CRUSS-KLXAMINATION, 


Dn Belfield Discusses Corpuscies ia the 
Blood of Many Animale. 

Mr. Foster conducted the cross-examination 
of Dr. Belfield, 

The witness said the first specimen he received 
was a bunch of cotton May & Thishe found oa 
his office desk, and of his own personal knowl- 
edge did not know who putit there. (Here Mr. 
Forrest made his usual motion to exclude all of 
Dr. Belfield’s testimony, which was overruled 
and an exception taken.) 

Q.—You say the corpuscles vary in size and 
shape. What will the shape of the corpuscles 
determine? A.—Inasmuch as the cofrpuscies of 
certuin animals are always elliptiesi in shaph 
corpuscles that are round cannot belong to those 
animals. 

Q.—All the corpuscles you got im this case 
were circular? A.—Not all, some were irregular, 
but none of teem were elliptical. That and ts 
absence of @uciei were marked features. 

Q.—The fact that the corpuscles were circula? 
indicated that the blood came from a mammal? 
A.—That fact and the facts that the corpuscles 
were pot neucleated. 

Q.—So that the fact of the shape of the cor 
puscie did not help you at all in determining the 
practical questions such as are inveived here? 
A.—It merely determines it is the bicod of @ 
mammal. 

Q.—Will you tell the jury What is the max 
mum and minimum size of a doe's blood? A 
The absolute maximum and minimum of course 
cannot be stated, but, seseraily stating, 
@ dog's blood runs from one 3300th to one 3900B 
or even one 400th, that is, a full grown dog. 

Q.—Is not the corpuscle of the bloodef & 
puppy larger than the corpuscle, the average, & 
mean, of the biood of a iuil growa dog? A-4 
Yes. ; 

Q.—Did you ever measure the corpuscles of: 
the blood of a puppy? A.—I bave; one « weew 
old, and it measured 1-3,: : 

Q—That is right along the average of the bt 
muo blood, is it not? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Now, you say these corpuscles you exem- 
ined were such corpuscles as might be derived, 
from human biood, but you do not say they wore, 
derived from human blood, do you? A.—Ii cal 
not. 

Q—Isa science as you understand it capabis 
of determining whether or not 4 given specimea 
of blood is human blood—dried biood, remem 
ber? A.—As 1 understand it science cannot 80 
determine. The reason is that the corpuscles of 
dogs and young puppies may and certainly 40 
sometimes approximate so closely to the bumaa 
ceepontian that one cannot honestly distinguish 
em. 

Q—That is, that you cannot distinguish humeas 
blood from the blood of a dog? A.—You cannes 
agree to do it; no, sir. 

Q—Nor the blood of the several other animels 
you have mentioned whose corpuscles approx! 
mate so near to the corpuscies of human piood 
in size? A.—You cannot agree to do suckh® 
thing, espevially in dried blood. 

Q—Do you know anything about the effect of 
diseases upon the corpuscies of the ox? A.—ANO% 
sir; but I do know something of the effect of dif 
ease upon .tne corpuscies of the humaa blood 
And I can readily infer what the effect would be 
on the blood of an ox. 

Q.—Is it not a fact that an expert oan, by look 
ing through his microscope, without meacaree 
determine the approximate size of a corpuselé 
A.—Yes. with internal timits. For exemple: 4 
Man accustomed tener constant examinalles 
blood can determing, without any messuremens 
whatever by instruments of measurement, 
human blood from that of ordinary domestic 6ar 
mals easiiy, at once, 

Q.—Have you ascertained and determined the 
errors and possibility of erfor in your own micro 
scope? A.—I have made frequent efforts for te 
years, when occasion occurred, to elimisate 
the possible errors from my instrument That 
succeeded in eliminating the walls 1 could aot 
possidly state. 

Q.—You stated that you based your cooclusios 
from an ¢xamination of the chips? A.—My 
clusion was that it was just such blood as We 
come from a human subject and ‘wat the sub 
stance on the chip was biood: that I sa¥ 
could testify conclusively to from the fuct that 
saw the corpuscies.

A BORSEMAN ON THE HORSE SHOW. 


Views of a Correspondent Who Was Not 
Entirely Suited with the Management. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—[{Editor of The Tribune. }— 

Whea I beard a year ago that some of the most 
influential gentlemen in Chicago had organized 
a Horse-Show Association I thought it was a 
great stride in the interest of breeders, ftarn ers, 
and dealers in horses, and that it wouid educate 
and encourage them to raise ang curchase ihe 
most approved and stylish ciass of horses, but 
during my attendance at the Horse Show from 
personal observation and the genera! dis- 
satisfaction I have heard expressed by 
many, I fail to see it in the former 
lght. and consider aie few remarks 
at the present time not out oforder. The show 
with the generai public seems to be agreat suc- 
cess and aisoto the association in a pecuniary 
sense, Dut with many of the exhibiters things are 
different. Some have withdrawn their entries, 
while others are compelled to stay or forfeit $25 
per head if they remove their horses before the 
show isovér. They seem to think they have 
been overiooked in making the awards. In 
some cases this 1s 60; in others not. M.uny tave 
entered their horses in classes where they do not 
belong, and in reality they seem to have dis- 
played judgment in doing so, for they seem to be 
the most fortunate when the prizes are distrib- 
uted; whiie others who have ciassified their 
horses find fault with the awards going to ani- 
muls that are not entitied to them, 

Toacertuin extent the management is re 
sponsibie for this state of things. They perm)t- 
ted entries of entirely different unimals in the 
sume class, and tne description given haif the 
classes in the catalogue Were open to the entry 
of any one’s pair of medium height with not 
enough guality in them to entitle them to con- 
sideration in any class; also by muking classes 
that are entirely fictitious and have no exisience 
in any show—such as singie horse to brougham 
154% to 16 hands. This stops with the 
height, where it ought really to begin. Now singie 
horse under 16 bands looks well to a brougnum, 
and it is impossible to get quality and substance 
under it, 

Suturday, Nov. 2, when this class was judged, 
the best entry was put out of the ring for being a 
trifie over 16 nanas. The fault lay with whoever 
made this ridiculous Class. In Class 26 the ade- 
scription of whatis required is mure or eetdenatbe 
any kind of two-wheeled cart, road cart except- 
ed. In Class 27 tandems, mare or geiding, polo 

mies were entered with carriage borses 16 

ands iinch. In Ciasses 29 ang 30 ine only de 
scription of horses given is a pair. The cur- 
riages, harness, and livery seem of more impor- 


tance. 
In Classes 21 and 241 find F. J. Kennett's en-

lin and mate—and if I remember rightly they 
got first prize in one Of these class- 
es. They deserved t+ in their class, 
but they did not stop there, for I find them en- 
tered in Class 27 (reguiar tandem class), also in 
special Tandem Class 34 in both of which they 
got first prize. There must be @ mistake here 
sowewhere, for the only qualification I could see 
was bigh action. Ifa pair of light built road 
~borses by tying up their tails can be transformed 
into a prize tandem I cannot agree with such 
judgment. 7 

In A. B. Pullman’s special tandem prize,where 
all appointments were to be considered, there 
were eight entries. Three by far outclassed the 
other five. They were Mr. Kennett's. Mr, Otis’, 
and Gen. Torrence’s. Mr. Keonett’s road horses 
I do not consider in it. Mr. Otis’ horses were 
not up to the standard in style and action. So 
Gen. Torrence must have deserved first, as he 
had a good ucting stylish leader and his wheeler 
had plenty of substance anda goodail around 
mover. Mr. Hamlin got second prize with notb- 
ing to deserve it, but having the most stylish 
borse in the show of bis class as leader with a 
lame oue in the wheel to @ village cart, I 
don’t wonder Mr. Walker look dissppointed. 
Good horses witb fair, all-around action, quality, 
and substance seemed to have no show with 
horses that worked their knees like pamp han- 
dles and draged their hind legs after them. Sound 
and unsound seemed to go just the same. This 
should not be allowed, and 1s realiy an insult to 
the judgment of some of the competitors, who 
must be supposed to know something aboat such 
matters. The spectators, who generously applaud 
the competitors either through friendship or ig- 
norance, should in no way influence the judges 
in their decisions. In any regular horse show a 
fdrse is ineligible in one class single, and in an. 
other as one of a pair. Specials are outside this 
arrangement altogether, and are what the name 
denotes. 

On two occasions there was exhibited a gray 
horse owned oy Mr. Howard of Eighteenth 
street ang Michigan avenue. I consider him one 
of the grancest animaisI ever saw, with style, 
action. beauty. and speed—a combination often 
talked about but seldom seen. His uction was 
perfection all around—high, light, and airy 
as a feather. The only award he got was 
the approval of the thousands of spectators. 
Were he mine I would consider that more value 
than were he decorated with all the ribbons in 
the show. ‘** Whatis the matter with him fora 
gentleman’s roadster? I heard fifty ask. I pre- 
sume some ot them have not yet discovered the 
answer to this query. 

In Class 85. special 
first prize was awarde 
called a pair, with

Per- 
sonaily lum sorry to see such poor encourage- 
ment given gentiemen who are Willing to pay ior 
the best in the market and get no more credit for 
it than those who look for cheap ones. 

Thursday night, in the special offered by C. R. 
Cummings, pair of horses 16 hands or over, or, 
as I heard a few describe it, ‘“‘ the prize with the 
string on it." some of the best horses in Chicago 
were entered. Potter Palmer, with bis hand- 
some roans, got third; Henry Field's handsome, 
bigh-stepping bays and Gen. Torrence’s turnout 
got nothing; while Mr. Cummings’ own horses 
got this prize. I failed to see where théy de- 
served it, unless they were judged by fat-stock 
rules—all quantity and no quulity. Style, action, 
and breeding seemed not to be recognized, while 
they are the only requirements for this class of 
gentlemen's driving horses to the traps which 
they were shown 1n. 

Unsound horses should net be recognized in 
any class when awarding prizes. 

wo of the judges I have koown for the last 
fifteen yeurs and always considered good, prac- 
tical borsemen, and I cannot reconcile their de- 
cisions with their judgment, if they were given 
the power to act independently. unless they were 
80 confused from seeing the same horses come 
before them so often under different classifica- 
tions that they were completely demoralized. 
To act as judge in these classes is a trying 
ordeal for any one, and no matter what the de- 
cisions are it is impossible to give satisfaction to 
every one concerned, but when so many outra- 
geously unjust decisions are made the public de- 
serves to know the reason -“y.

Aiter a brief time ol peace, during which 
the convention listened to Mrs. Sallie F. 
Chapin of South Carolina, the Vice-Presi- 
dential saloon matter cumeup again. Some 
one said ex-Gov. John P. St. Joho was pres- 
ent and could throw some light on the point. 
He was granted five minutes and was re 
ceived with the Chautauqua salute. He said: 

‘Tam told there is something of a contro- 
versy as to whether Miss Frances Willard 
has or has not made a talse accusation 
against Vice-President Morton. *It seems 
to me the Vice-President requires some 
defense. I am here to defend him, 
not to defend Miss Willard. She needs 
no defense. [Great applause.} It has been 
charged that Vice-President Morton is a 
saloonkeeper. Toatis nottrue. It bas been 
charged that he took outa liquor dealer’s [i- 
cense. That is not true. It has been 
charged that he signed a petition for a li- 
cense for somebody elise. nat is not true. 
Vice-President Morton has built a fashiona- 
ble hotel and jeased it toa Mr. Kernan, who 
appiied for a license to retail intoxicating 
liquors in Vice-President Morton’s fashiona- 
bie hotel. Under une law of the District of 
Columbia the consent of the majority of the 
property-owners in the block must be ob- 
tained before a license is granted. There 
are two owners of that block, Vice-President 
Morton and John R. McLean of Onio—one a 
Republican and the other a Democrat. 
Vice-President Morton’s name is the first on 
the consenting paper. He had sole control 
and management of his property and 
could have stipulated that no liquor shouid 
be sold on bis property, and if he had done 
his duty to Goa and man he would have for- 
bidden it. [Applause,| I know jt makes ’em 
squirm. But it is little worse to own a hotel 
and allow liquors to be sold, whisky woich 
will make a man a brute like John L. Sulii- 
van, than it is to.drink it in tne White House 
and dea! it out socially to people. [Great ap- 
plause. }

The report of the Secretary of the Worid’s | 
W. C. T. U. was only a partial one. many 
countries not having reported. New Zealand 
has seventy-sic unions: Queensiand, Aus- 
tralia, has nine. The reports from Burmah, 
India, Japan, and China spoke vagueiy of 
work being done, but gave no statistics. A 
branch bad been formed in Mauritius and a 
missionary visited Madagascar and addressed 
large meetings at Tamatave. Unions have 
bees established at Port Natal and tune Cape 
of Good Hupe. The world’s petinon for we 
deliverance of the world from the liquor 
wer received 60.526 signatures in the 
nited States and 84,955 in other countries. 

The Rev. John Barrows, D. D., spoke on 
behalf of the Society of Christian Endeavor, 
which he said bas 500,000 members. «it aims 
to develop the activities of young people in 
connection with the different churches.

REPORTS UF NATIONAL ORGANIZERS. 

Mrs. Sallie F. Chapin of South Carolina 
spoke for ten minutes on “Southern Work.” 
She said the women ofthe Soutn were just 
as much interested in the great work of 
temperance as their sisters of the North. 
She denied that the colored people of the 
South were down-trodden and oppressed. A 
race which bevame citizens aimost immedi- 
ately after their emancipatuon from siavery 
could not be so termed. The negroes 
of South Carolina only paid one-fourth 
the taxes and -shared in the three-fourths 
contributed by the whites. She naa formed 
several hundreds of unions among the col- 
ored peopie. The South was prospering in 
the cause of temperance as it wasin manu- 
factures and muterial prosperity. Whenever 
they got ready for it they would have pro- 
hibtuon, They were working among the 
women and when the proper time came they 
would ask for legislation. 

Mrs. I. J. Barnes of New York treated of 
“Young Women’s Work.” This consisted of 
classes for B.bie reading and the affiliation 
of kindred societies, such as the “ King’s 
Daughters.” 

Mrs. Heien G. Rice of Massachusetts re- 
ported on juvenile work, and Mrs. 8S. T. 
Grubb of Kansas talxed of ‘that among for- 
eign-speaking citizens, This consists of the 
distribution of tracts and leaflets in fifteen 
different languages. She had appealed tothe 
Bibie Society for. portions of the Bibie which 
mee have printed, but they refused to give 

erm. 

Mrs. L E. W. Harperof Philadelphia was 
the first colored officer to speak. Her theme 
was work among the colored peopie at the 
North. In the District of Columbia they had 
abolished the color line and they ail worked 
together splendidly. In West Virginia no 
distinction was made. In Maryland the so- 
ciai purity workers induced fifty couples who 
had been living in concubinage to get mar- 
rian) The best work had been done in Mis- 
souri. 

Mrs. E. L. Hailmannof La Porte, Ind.,made 
an address on “Our Children.” She is a 
great entiusiast about kindergartegs, and 
the instruction of young children has been 
her work for years. The report was ordered 
printed, as Mrs. Hailmann did not tinish read- 


ing. 

Mrs. 8S. J. H. Early of Tennessee, another 
colored superintendent, told what was being 
done among the Southern negroes. Unions 
had been formed by the young women and 
Bands of Hope. by the children. Help was 
needed from the outside, particuiarly in the 
cotton growing districts, where the people 
are poor. 

The report of Dr. Bessie V. Cushman of 
Illinois dealt with the question of health. 
She said women knew little about hygiene 
and lees of physiology. Big Latin words 
frightened them, and simple instruction 
should be given in the princ ples of health 
and home comforts. Girls shouid beso taught 
that. they would never choose for the pros- 
pective father of their children young men 
whose systems were poisoned by tobacco and 
alcohol. Young men should also learn not 
to chouse for a wife a girl who thougbt she 
knew more about what the humano form 
should be than God did. 

L. S. Coffin, formerly Railroad Commis- 
sioner for lowa, talked about safety appli- 
ances on railroads in connection with the 
mission work among raiiroad men. In ten 
years’ experience he found that 2,426 young 
men had been killed or crippied by causes 
apart from collisions or derailments and 
mostiy preventable by the use of proper ap- 
pliancegs, They wanted the help of this con- 
vention to bring the necessary pressure to 
bear on the railroad companies. Twe)ve men 
were killed and eight injured while making 
couplings in one week and the average was 
five accidents aday. Sunday rest was de- 
manded for railroad employés in the interest 
not only of them but of the public. Railroad 
employés were under such discipline that 
they did not dare to complain when ordered 
ou Sunday work. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

At the eveping session there was a Script- 
ure reading by Miss Mary H. Matnherof Vela- 
ware. and the Grace M. EK. Church chorus, 
led by Prof. Falk, sang ‘‘We are daughters 
of the King.’’ Mrs. Thompson took the chair 
and President Willard read portions of her 
annual address printed yesterday relating to 
woman’s dress. In conclusion she read a 
brief persona! statement of ner life-work, in 
which she said she bad consecrated herself 
to God and the work of temperance. Begin- 
ning her second half century she solemnly 
deaicated herself to Christ. These passages, 
delivered with much emotion, found a ready 
response in the hearts of her hearers, and 
bundreds of handkerchiefs were appiied to 
the eyes of their owners. 

Mrs. F. J. Baroes of New York, on behalf 
of tne young women, presented ‘Miss Willard 
with a beautifully-bound volume of the 
poems of Anna A. Gordon. The choir then 
sang ‘“‘ Heart Thanks,” a poem composed for 
Miss Willard’s birthday by Mary Lowe Dick- 
ipson. 

Miss Mary McDowell of Evanston delivered 
a salutation in which she told of the forma- 
tion of the first Young Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union. Miss Eva 
Shoutz of Centerville, ila, gave a 
recitation, ‘The Light from Over the 
Range,” which was weil received. “Our 
Literature ’ was treated by Miss Margaret A. 
Sudduth of Chicago, the editor of a paper 
for young women. She made a plea for good 
literature es an offset to the impure stuff 
with which the country is flooued. Some 
music followed, a coliection was taken, and 
the meeting adjourned. 

This afternoon the annual sermon will be 

reached at Battery D by the Rev. Alfred A. 
Wright: D. D., of Massachusetts, and there 
wiil be services in the evening, at which 
Mrs. Chapin of South Carolina will preside. 
The business sessions of the convention will 
be resumed at 9 a. m. tomorrow.

The Rev. J. H. Taylor Had Too Many Wives 
and t.ad to Join the Convict Rand. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Nov. 9.—[Special.]— 
The first minister of the Gospel received at 
the penitentiary since the arrivalof “ Par- 
son’? Simmons of the Christian County Bald- 
Knob gang was brought in to-day by Sheriff 
Miller of Jasper County. His name is John 
H. Taylor and he is a migister of tne Baptist 
Church. His crime is bigamy, for which he 
will serve two years, or, rather, eighteen 
months, as it is pot supposed that tne clerical 
convict will be other than well behavea and 
will thus get the benefit of the three-fourths 
law.

SUCCESSFUL TESTS OF THE NEW REDE 
MANN-TILFORD PROCESS, 


Officers and Workmen at the Washington 
Navy Yard Astonished at the Power of 
Resistance Shown by the Steel After 
Having Been Subjected toa Salammoniac 
Bath—Preparations for Taxing the Next 
Census—General Washington ews. 


Wasninoeton. D.C., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—~ 
Further experiments with the Redemann 
Tiiford steei piate by experts at the Wash- 
ington Navy-Yard are giving most satisfac- 
tory results. The officers and workmen of 
the yard are astonished over the demonstra- 
ers of today, while the inventors, always 
confident, are jubilant tonight. After the 
treatment of the plate referred to in these 
dispatches last night, the work of driliing 
holes through the plate for the purpose of ob- 
taiping parts for chemical analysis com- 
menced, and nearly eight hours were con- 
sumed with the hardest-tempered drills in 
the yard drilling three holes through the six 
inches of plate. When it is considered that 
these same tools and machinery used on or 
dinary steel would do the same amount of 
drilling in that many minutes tne hardness 
of the new metal can be well understood. The 
experiments, however, that showed the most 
remarkabie results were those of the at- 
tempted cutting of two corners in the plate 
for the purpose of determining the tensile 
strength, elongation, etc., in comparison with 
two similar parts cut in the plate before the 
treatment. Two hours were’ spent in an 
effort to cut out these two pieces, and when 
the yara closed this evening the workmen 
had succeeded in cutting only one-sixteenth 
of an inch into the hardened part of the 
plate, and that, too, after tive of the best and 
most highly tempered tools in the yard had 
been broken. No difficuity was experienced 
in cutting through tne first three inches of 
the plate, but the instant the cutting tool 
struck the*line to which the plate had been 
submerged in the bath of salammoniac and 
giycerine there was a resistance pluiniy 
shown by the glancing of the tool and a 
bluish flame that at once demonstrated the 
material to be harder than the tool used 
against it. Workmen were kept busy in 
tempering and sharpening tools, but there 
was not a single instrument that could make 
any appreciable headway against the metal 
except of course the drill. 

These demonstrations clearly showed that 
the treatment to which the plate had been 
subjected resulted in domg all that was 
claimed for 1t—namely: tempering half of the 
thickness of the plate the bardest and best 
quality of steel amd increasing its carbon, 
while the other haif remained of low carbon 
and in its original condition of softness. and 
elasticity. The borings made also showed 
that the tempering was uniform, the lines be- 
tween the hardened and soft parts being 
clearly defined by the action oi the drill; The 
chemical tests to determine the amount of 
slag in the treated muterial and that fer the 
tensile strength are yet to be made. As to 
the latter, the inventors have no concern 
after the action of the cutting tool upon it 
today. The pieces cut out before the plate 
was put in tne bath showed atensile strength 
of 74,000 pounds to the square inch. The 
pieces now being cut out, if they ever are 
cutout, are certain to develop a tensile 
strength of 130,000 pounds to tne square inch. 

Navy officers at the yard are watching 
with tne keenest interest the result of these . 
triais. Their eyes were opened by what took 
place today, and they are already making 
elaborate predictions for the future of this

The report of Robert P. Porter, supérin- 
tendent of the eleventh census, to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, concerning the opera- 
tions of the Census Office since June 1, 1889, 
which has just been made, explains in detail 
the vast amount of work that has already 
been done preliminary to the active fiela work 
that will begin next year. The arrangements 
that have been made for the accommodation 
of the office empioyés, whose number will in- 
crease to 2,000 and then cecline, provides for 
an expansion of office room as if is needed, 
and then for its contraction as less of it is 
required, so that tne expense for rent shall 
never be greater than the utmost economy 
warrants. 

Several ig taper reports of the eleventh 
census will ready for publication during 
the fail and winter of 1890, and the 
tendent makes a suggeswon which, if adopt- 
ed by Congress, will secure, he thinks, the 
pubiication of the volumes speedily after 
they ure ready for the printer. He would 
avoid une delay which accompanied tbe print- 
ing of the tenth census volumes in the Goy- 
ernment Printing-Office by having the vol- 
umes of this census priated by opri- 
vate contract or by having the census 
office print end publish them itself.

ENGLISH SYNDICATE INVESTMENTS. 


WhatJohe Bull Will Do witk the Eleva- 
tors He Has Purchased. 

People who were interested in negotiations 
Yor the sale of the Munger- Wheeler elevators 
to an English syndicate said yesterday that 
the sale had praetically been consummated, 
although a few details yet remained to be 
completed. They did not‘state as positively 
that securities offered in London against the 
property had ali been subscribed. The new 
corporation is known as the City of Chicago 
Elevators Company (limited). Its prospectus 
published in the London papers makes the 
capital stock £400,000, and provides an 
issue of £500,000 6 per cent forty year bonds, 
or altogether $4,500,000 in United States cur- 
rency. The chairman of the London 
Board of Directors is Henry Ashe, 
president of the Corn Exenange. The 
Chicago ins rsare H. W. Rogers and P, 
B. Weare of the Board of Trade, H. C. Wick- 
er, formerly traffic manager of the North west- 
ern, Cashier Hammond of the National Bank 
of HIhnois, and Charles W. Wells ‘of New 
York. The Trustees, Executors & Securities 
company (limited) of Londun conducted ne- 
gotiations on behalf of the English people. 
According to the prospectus a part of the 
capital 1s to be set apart as a fund for pro- 
moting the grain tradé and der, te grain 
to the elevators of the system. This is qn- 
strued to mean that ifin the ordinary course 
of business there does not arrive grain 
enough to fill the houses, the owners will 
purchase the property themselves, It is an 
interesting question what effect the control 
of the Chicago elevators, backed by iarge 
capital, will have on the plans of the future 
corners of the wheat market.

THE NEW RAILWAY TRUST 


COL. M’COOK AFFIRMS THAT IT 18 THE 
SIMON PUBS ARTICLE, 


A Revision of the Original Plan Devised by 
Himectf and 2 Committee of New 
York Brokers an@ Ratlway Magnates 


No Improvement on the Original One— 
The True Inwardness of the Alleged Al- 
ton Deal. 

Col. John J. McCook, the well-known 
legal adviser of the New York bankers’ tri- 
¥angle, and who has originated or helped to 
frame néarly every scheme yet devised for 
the formation of railway trusts or combina- 
tions, was in the city yesterday. He felt 
rather surprised when a Trisuns! reporter 
called on him to obtain his views regarding 
railway trvsts, consolidations, or combina- 
tions, as he had taken the precaution not to 
register at the hotel where he stopped, in 
order to escape the interviewers. 

“Butinasmuch as you found out I am in 
the city,” said Col. McCook pleasantly, ‘I 


} am willing to give yousuch information as 


is at my command.’’ 

Col. McCook gave quite an interesting ex- 
planation of the steps thus far taken by the 
Eastern bankers and railway magnates to 
secure the formation ofatrust and consoli- 
dation of large railway systems. He said 
that shortly after the Inter-State Commerce 
law went into effect the Eastern capitalists 
igterested in Western railroads came to 
the conclusion that an amalgamation of 
railway interests would be necessary 
to counteract the evil effécts of the law, to 
be able to maintain uniform through rates, to 
prevent local rates from becoming unprofita- 
bly low, and also to prevent the indiscrim- 
inate construction of new lines in a territory 
where there were already enough roads to 
handle all the business for years to come, 
The first step taken to bring about the desired 
result was the preparation of what is known 
as Gould’s clearing-house plan. The prema- 
ture publication of that plan by Tue TRIBUNE 
caused sO much opposition to the scheme 
that it had to be abandoned. Subsequently a 
new plan was devised similar to the ono 
which was published in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 
It was to ve known as the Investors’ Railway 
“Union,” and provided for the plating of 
the stock of the various roads, or a majority 
thereof, with the bankers. 

THE ORIGINAL PKOJECTORS, 

The parties who devised this pian were 
Gen. E. F. Winslow of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco, C. F. Treat, an attorney _repre- 
senting the Huntington interests; A. L. “a 
kins, representing Jav Gould; George LU. 
Magoun of Kidder, Peabody & UCo., repre- 
senting the bankers; and Col. McCook, repre- 
seating various railroad interests. ‘* 

When the now historical “ gentiemen’s”’ 
meeting conferred in New Yerk iast Janv- 
arv the above-mentioned plan was submit- 
ted. All interests were well pleased with it 
except Mr. Huntington, wno couldno’t see any 
merit in it and did not think it would afford 
the railroads the necessary reef. He had 
a plan of his own which he insisted was the 
only .simon-pure article, and that nothing 
else would get his approval. That plan pro- 
vided for the formation of a company under 
a Connecticut charter, which compaay 
should issue its own stock, to be exchanged 
for the stock of the railroads coming into 
the combinafion. 

Mr. Huntington placed the value of 
the Southern Pacific company’s roads 
at $150,000,000, to be assumed by the 
new company. fhe plandid not meet the 
approval of those at the meeting for the rea- 
son that they did not think the time ripe for 
such an arrangement, Mr. Huntington and 
his attorney, Mr. Treat, then withdrew from 
the meeting and refused to have anything 
more to do with it. . 

When it was found that Huntington re- 
fused to join in any plan except hisown the 
pian devised by the above named committee 
was also abandoned, and the best that could 
be done under the circumstances Was the 
adoption of whatis known as the Presidents’ 
agreement of Jan. 1, 1889—the “ gentlemen’s 
agreement.’’ 

DID NOT ACCEPT THE MISSION. 

While the Inter-State Commerce Railway 

Association had undoubtedly accomplished 


DY a, Some beneficial results it had not proved a 


success. Its usefulness was greatly impaired 
by the amendments to the ement made 
at a subsequentgmeeting—at Chicago, it was 
thought. The continuance of the auxiliary 
associations whichdid not harmonize with 
the general association also prevented tne 
latter from doing the good that, was expected 
from it. The condition of the railroads had 
become such that some new measures had 
to be devised to overcome the evil 
effects of the Inter-State Commerce 
act and the adverse legislation in the Granger 
States. 

The conclusion was reached that in order 
to bring about a unification of the numerous 
. railway systems in the country and stop tne 
disastrous competition between them, tne 
first step to be taken would be tne consolida- 
tion of all these various systems into haifa 
dozen or less large systems, and then it 
would become an easy task to unite those 
few consolidated systems into an arrange- 
ment similar to the one proposed by 
Huntington. The consolidatuon of 
the different . railway lines into as 
few systems’ as possible has since 
then made good progress, and there was 
every prospect that before long there would 
be but a few systems to compete against each 
other, Col. McCook thought. To unite these 
systems into one combination the original 
plan devised by the above-named committee 
was lately revised to meet the views of Mr. 
Huntington and others, who objected to the 
original plar, which is the one published in 
yesterday’s TRIBUNE. This plan was to be 
submitted to the meeting of the presidents 
in New York next January, with a view of 
its substitution in place of the so-called 
“‘ventlemen’s agreement.’”” Copies of the 
same were lately submitted to the presidents 
of a number of Western roads for their con- 
sideration. 
c DOUBTS ITS SUCCESS. 

From what he had already learned Col. Mc- 
Cook did not.think it would gothrough. He 
had no handinthe framing of the revised 
agreement. The revision, he understands, 
was made by Mri Adams of Winslow, Lainer 
& Co. of New York. He thinks it is subject 
to the same objections as was the origina! 
pilan—namely: an attempt to conceal tne 
real object, which is the formation of a 
“trust,” by adopting an ailuring name for 
it. He likes to see things called by the right 
name, and cdailing the proposed trust 
the People’s Transportation company would 
make it no more popular than if it was called 
the “*HKailway investors’ Union,” as origi- 
nally proposed by him,

Trains on Branch Roads, 

Des Mores, Ia., Nov. %.—[Special. }—The 
Hailroad Commissioners today rendered @ 
decision in what is known as the Mount Ayr 
case, affecting the running of trains on 
branches, It makes a general ruling of the 
board on the subject of way trains.

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SEQUEL TO MAJ. BURKE'S RETURN TO 
LUNDON FROM QUEENSTOWN, 


A Great Syndicate Formed in London to 
Develop the Rich Gold Mining Interests 
in Sonduras—Departure of the Expe- 
dition from New York—Matiny on Board 
the Augusta Victoria — Miscellaneous 
Mention from New York. | 

New Yor«, Nov. 9.—[Special.}—Major E. 
A. Burke’s sudden return from Queenstown 
to London last month, which so disappointed 
bis American friends, has borne golden 
fruit. Some of this fruit, with the nursery- 
men who-are to raise plenty more of it in 
Honduras, left here this morning for San 
Francisco, enroute for Amapaia, on the 
Pacific coast of President Bogran’s Republic. 
They took with them the marvelous col- 
lecuon of silver and steel and glass and 
leather tools they bad made to order in the 
English metropolis—such an outfit as trav- 
elers never exhivited in New York vefore, 
beiug a triumph of mechanical and scientific 
ingen uity—constructed steam engines, 
stamp mills, portable kitchens, drug stores, 
wardrobes and all, so as to be carried safely 
and easily on muie back for hundreds of 
miles over the rugged mountains and through 
the tropical forests of Honduras. The braius 
to contrive all this and the money to pay for 
it were furnished through the ex-Treasurer 
of Louisiana. 

The director-general of the work in these 
vast Honduras placer and silver mines which 
Maj. Burke has just plaved advantageously in 
London is Dougiass L, V. Browne, 4 mining 
expert and practical operator. With him in 
the party who left here today were Mining 
Engineer Phillips, also a miner of experience, 
and William Hodding, an agent of tne bank- 
ing house of Rothschild. Mrs. Hodding is a 
daughter of the weil known jurist, Judge 
Jennings, and bhe and her daughter accom- 
pany Mr. Hodding as far as San Francisco. 
There the party will meet Eugene A. Tucker, 
a brother of Mrs. Edwin H. Lowe of this 
city, and one of the most expert placer min- 
ers in California; and this seems to have 
pointed him out to the syndicate as the right 
man to work the ninety miles of river bed 
which Bogran made over to Burke, and which 
Burke has unloaded on these English share- 
holders. | 

All this is the culminamon of an interna- 
tional romance, in which the actors are the 
President of Honduras, Maj. E. A. Burke, 
Col. McMurdo of London, now deceased, and 
the argus-eyed newspaper press of two con- 
tidents. If the newspapers had not pub- 
lished just when they did the fact that 
Burke’s accounts were found to be short this 
deal would have gone through long ago. If 
Col. McMurdo had not died suddenly last 
spring—died almost peo in hand, and in the 
act of closing the documentary part of 
Burke’s transfer to the committee of stock- 
holders—it would have; gone through long 


ago. 

“[s Major Burke in Belgium now?” 

This question was asked one of the mining 
expedition as he got off the steamer. “He's 
not where people over here have been led to 


believe him, you candepend on that,” was 
the answer. ‘‘ As soon as his London stock- 
holders will let him I think he will return to 
Louisiana.” 

Nobody has ever understood exactly why 
Maj.

Burke deter- 
mined to come back and face his accusers.

Senator Chandler, however, 
was earnest for it, soitis said, and it was 
oniy with difficuity that he was overpersuad- 
ed.

CHICAGO. Nov. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In your reply to John C. Bertram in this morn- 
ing’sissue you donot take into considerauon 
one important factor. You assume that if the 
aes classes have their pay reduced to the 

trade level they wili have to buy and con- 
sume less (of farm products), which would be 
detrimental tothe farmer. ‘The fact you lose 
sicht of, or do not see, is this: That owing to the 
less cost of everything the laboring class would 
Bave to pay fer everything they wear and con- 
_ @umein their domestic economy would perhaps 
Offset the decrease 19 pay. Farmers have now 
to pay two prices—tbey are the backbone of the 
country. Their comfort and prosperity certainly 
meed ss much consideration as other laborers. 
You say truly that American workmen de- 
mand the best of everyth‘ng, but how is it 
with the farmer? He has to be content, or at 
least get along with what he can get. He has to 
sell tne best of everything he produces, the 
Choicest fruit, the fattest steer, the biggest 
turkey, and himself eat the poorest, in order to 
just meagerly provide his family with necessa- 
The question of free trade will not down.

would they stand as consumers of farm products? 
Would farm products be cheapened in the same 
manner as manufactured goods, and scaled down 
to the new purchasing power of wages? Mr. 
Maynard seems to think so,for he holds that 
“the less cost of everything the laboring class 
Wear and consume” would perhaps offset the re- 
duction of wages. If so workmen, would stand 
where they practically are now, and a great in- 
jury would be done farmers by forcing down 
their prices, which they claim are already too 
dow : 


The increased purchasing power of wages 
would apply, however, only in buying the 
- @heapened manufactured goods and not to the 
purebases made of the farmer unless whe latter 
shouid have his prices forced down also. Free 
trade would, in all probability, reduce. wages 
about one-third and give the workman who now 
gets $8 only $2 per day. It is not safe to count 
on less reductien. If all manufactured goods 
were cheapened in the same proportion the in- 
creased purchasing power of the reduced wages 
Would offset the loss in amount so far as the 
purchase of such articles are concerned. But 
manufactured articles which would be cheap- 
@ned as wages were reduced constitute not 
More than half the cost of living.

Itis afact well known to travelers that, ai- 
though a car may appear brilliantly illuminated 
upon entering, a féw minutes’ reading will se- 
verely try the eyesight and show that itg is in 
reality far from perfectly highted. ‘rhe bertn 
reading lamp introduces the exact conditions of 
the study lamp at home, casting an agreeable 
and brilliant light directly upon the work. 

In construction it consists of an elegantiy de- 
signed mstal case containing an electric lamp so 
hiaden that the light is thrown only in tne direc- 
tion wished, and its use does not interfere with 
the comfort of others.

MRS, REEDY’S SUIT AGAINST HER LATE 
“HUSBAND'S SISTER AND NEPHEWS, 


The Widew -Cilaims That the Trice Got 
Possession of Property Which Should 
Have Been Left to Ner—Mr. and Mrs. 
Charlies E. Richmond Ask to Have a 
Trade Set Aside—Theatrical People in 
Trouble—Other Court Cases. 


Mrs. Della K. Reedy, widow of the late James 
W. Reedy, the elevator man, instituted suit and 
secured an injunction from Judge Tuley restrain- 
ing Miss Elien T. Reedy, her sister-in-law, and 
Wilham 1, and William H. Reedy, her husband's 
nephews, from disposing of stock in the J. W.

Tux discovery of Dr. Cronin’s clothes, in-

When 
Ubat is done the State can safely depend upon 
circumstantial evidence to prove the other 
part of the “corpusdelicti.”” The finding of 
Dr. Cronin’s ciothes, etc., strengthens greatly 
the proof that he was murdered and that his 
‘was the body found and identified.

Tre drainage channel can be cut for fifteen 
million dollars. In the*hanos of skilled dis- 
honest Trustees it can be made to cost as 
much over twenty miilions as the patience of 
the taxpayers will permit.

HOW THE REPEAL OF THE TARIFF WOULD 
AFFECT WAGES. 

Tue TRIBUNE has repeatediy proved that 
lower wages are the sequence of the cheaper 
goods which the introduction of free trade 
would furnish. The ld has repeatedly 
denied it without giving a reason for its as- 
sertions, forgetful or unmindful that a say- 
so not backed by proof is worthless. If it 
dared to leave the ground of fiction for that 
of fact it would disprove the following points 
or confess judgment. 

First—The repeal of the tariff would be 
followed by the shipment to every port in 
this country from England and France, Ger- 
many and Belgium, of shiploads of those arti- 
cles which are produced more cheaply there 
than here. From Calais to Corpus Christi, 
from Seattle to San Diego, every American 
seaboard jown would be inundated with 
cheap European goods offered for prices 
much lower than those which have been rtl- 
Ing here, The agents of foreign manufact- 
urers or the drummers of the wholesale im- 
porting houses would visit every inland city 
and village announcing the tiaings of cheap 
European goods. Probably the Herald will 
not deny this self-evident fact. It could not 
without attacking the intelligence of the en- 
terprising and market-seeking fabricators of 
the Old World and the merchants of the New. 

Second—It 1s the claim of the free-traders, 
and presumptively of the Hera/d,:that the 
price of American tariff protected manu- 
factured goods is equal to the cost of the for- 
eign article, plus the American tariff, and 
that the repealof the tariff would compel 
the American manufacturer to lower the 
price of his goods that amount—viz.: from 25 
to 75 per cent, according to the commodity— 
or quit the business. Let it be assumed that 
this Democratic allegation is true, 

Third—The 260,000 American manufact- 
urers when confronted under free trade with 
the necessity of selling as chéaply as their 
foreign competitors will not shut up shop 
and go out of business and throw away 
plants worth thousands of millions. Some 
may, Dut most will stay in. They cannot af- 
ford te sacrifice their plants. There is noth- 
ing else they can do, nor would there be any- 
thine else for their men to do, but cut down 
the cost of making their wares and go on, for 
che talk of manufacturers and their employés 
going into farming is the veriest nonsense, 
The employés have no money to buy farms 
and they do not know how to farm, and 
farmers do not want their labor at much 
more than the cost of boara. Nor, if the 
workingmen could buy farms, would they 
leave the cities and city life. In case also of 
a cessation of Americun manufacturing 
there would not be gold and silver, copper 
or nickel enough in the country to pay for the 
goods it would be necessary to import for a 
single year. The workmen would simply 
take the best wages they could get, and stick 
to their looms, their lasts, and their saws. 

Fourth—The elements which make up the 
price of an article when it goes into the hands 
of the consumer are factory -wages, labor 
cost of raw material, manufacturer’s profit, 
transportation, and profit of middlemen. 
Of these wages is the chief, amount 
ing to over 70 percent. The American man- 
ufacturer cannot cut down the price of his 
goods without cutting down these component 
parts. The Herald says that the excess in 
price of the domestic protected over the for- 
eign unprotected article is whoily absorbed 
by the manufacturer as profit, and that none 
of it goes for wages, which is grotesquely un- 
true; and that a repeal of the tariff will 
theretore leavé the manufacturer a profit 
about equa! to that of his foreign rival, which 
is bosh. Whilethe American manufacturer 
wants from6to10 per cent profit, the for- 
eigner will take from 5 to 8; but that differ. 
ence represents but a small part of the 
tariff protection, for iapor takes at 
least 70 per cent of it. The average 

rate of protection 1s 50 per cent. For the 
American to compete with bis transatlantic 
rival without any protection he must not 
only throw offail profit but sell at an enor- 
mous loss uniess he cuts down his cost of 
labor. A repeal of the tariff would cheapen 
some raw materials, but the great cut would 
be onlabor. This is seen and felt whenever 
times become hard and the demand for goods 
faiis off. Wages are then slastied down— 
sometimes almost as low as in free-trade En- 
gland. ° ’ 

Fifth—It is impossible to reduce the price 
of the whole one-third without reducing the 
cost of all its parts. This issomething which 
the Herald perhaps cannot understand. Yet 
pt is seen whenever there are hard times in 
this country. Butif the price of goods is to 
| be lowered by the amount of the tariff, or on 
une average 50 per cent, as tue Democratic 
leaders promise, and if at present three- 
fourths of the costof manufactures repre- 


sents labor, how can American-made goods 


board may pay them what they can get as } 


pensation of labor? 

This is what the Herald should explain to 
the wageworkers whom it is now telling that 
free trade will bring them 50 per cent cheap- 

er goods, but will not lower their wages but 
only the profit of capital, when the whole 
profit realized would not cover one-thi f 
tne drop in price. It is right that men sho 

have @ chance to choose between contending 
theories, but they should have light to look 
before they leap. The course of the Herald 
seems to be that of a dishonest politician in- 
tent on getting votes on false pretenses. It 
seeks to deceive ‘the ignorant, and hopes to 
profit by the fraud com.nitted upon them. 


PRESBYTERIAN DOGMATIC REFORMS. 

The action of the New York Presbytery 
last week in giving an affirmative answer to 
the question of the General Assembly 
whether it desired a revision of the Confes- 
sion of Faith is a long step forward and will 
give hearty satisfaction to all liberal-minded 
Presbyterians. In the discussion of the 
question, which was very exhaustive, Dr. 
Howard Crosby proposed giving up that por- 
tion of the creed which is so dear to Calvin- 
ists—namely: the predestination of such a 
generous share of “men and angels” to 
“everlasting death.” Dr. Booth conducted a 
vigorous attack on another venerable relic— 
**supralapsariaun preterition,” or the dogma 
that the decree of election determined man 
should fall in order to secure the redemption 
of a portion of the race, and he also defended 
infants and heathen against wholesale dam- 
nation. President Hastings of the Union 
Theologica! Seminary wanted to leave the 
Confession untouchea and adopt in its place 
a simpie creed, bis idea being to preserve 
tne old monstrosity as a monument, as relics 
of inquisition, torture, and witches’* needles 
are preserved. Dr. Schaff, as might have been 
expected from his recent utterances, pitched 
into the Confession roughshod as a useless 
and unpleasant theological scheme which the 
world had outgrown. Dr. Paxton fired hot 
shot into it after the following fashion: 


The man who would dare preach the doctrine 
of infant condemnation and the doctrine of rep- 
robation as expressed in the Confession is not & 
contemporary of the nineteenth century. He is 
a contemporary of ihe seventeenth or eighteenth. 
He is a survivai—and not of the fittest. 


The onlv prominent defender of the Con- 
fession was Dr. Shedd, his position being 
that the famous third chapter is so inter- 
woven with the restof the Confession that 
its disturbance must inevitably tear down 
the whole creed—in other words, that the en- 
tire creed is so Calvinistic in its construction 
it will tumble the whole edifice down if this 
objectionable pillar is taken out. After six 
hours’ discussion a vote was taken, and 
sixty-seven of the ejghty-two members, 
more than four to one, declared themselves 
in favor of revision. It is a particularly 
bright spot in the Presbyterian sky. It 
shows that the sun is breaking through and 
dissipating the old medieval gioom, and 
that the doctors of today are tired of follow- 
ing Jonathan Edwards and other truculent 
old-time saints. Coming from so powerful 
and influential a presbytery as that of New 
York, the decision will create a sensation in 
Presbyterian circles ali over the country. It 
goes without saying, however, that its 
action will be antagonized in some 
quarters. Already the New Brunswick 
Presbytery—in which are located Princeton 
and Prof. Swing’s old friend, Dr. Patton—has 
declared in favorof retaining ‘supralap- 
sarian preterition’”’ and predestination of a 
considerable number of men and angeis as well 
as infants and heathen for everlasting dam- 
nation. A Philadelphia paper also intimates 
that Philadelphia and Allegheny will stand 
by the old faith. Revision may not yet be 
ablé to command a majority of the presby- 
teries, butastout fight under the lead of 
New York wili be made in the next General 
Assembly. The champions of revision have 
every reason to press their cause. The lay 
brethren are with them, for they long ago 
sent these doctrines to the theological scav- 
enger-wagons. They should get in their 
work also before the churches North and 
South unite, for the church South will stick 
to the last fragment of the Calvinistic 
monstrosity. It has no more idea of progress 
than brother Jasper’schurch. Ali the same, 
Presoyterianism is marching forward. Re- 
vision has the floor and will keep it until the 
cause is gained. Prof. Swing will yet be 
justified, and even the heathen doing right 
according to his light will have a chance to 
be saved when “ supralapsarian preterition ” 
goes by the board. 


HEREDITY AS AN ELEMENT OF TEMPER- 
- ANCE, 

It is a question whether the Prohibition- 
ists have ever sufficiently considered the 
potent influence of heredity in their effort to 
make people teetotalers by compulsion—a 
task which even the Lord Hime@elf when on 
earth never undertook. Both the teetotal 
habit and the alcoholic appetite are more de- 
pendent upon heredity than they have as yet 
conesived. The Chinese are a pecuiiarly 
temperate people as regards drinking liquor 
from we influences of heredity. Confucius en- 
joined abstinence from alcohol upon his fol- 
lowers twenty-six centuries ago. It was one 
of the prominent tenets of his religion. One 
hundred generations of Chinese obeyed his in- 
junctions, and thus‘abstentive habits were 
transmitted from one generation to another, 
so far as intoxicating drinks are concerned, 
ana the taste for alcohol was repressed. 
Hence the anti-liqueor habit is completely in- 
grained in the Chinese nature and they have 
no craving for liquors. The same is true of 
the Buddhists, Buddha enjoined abstinence 
from alcoho! upon his followers centuries be- 
fore the Christian era, and the Buddhists for 
ahundred generations have been practical 
teetotal people. They have no desire to 
drink because the influences of heredity are 
all in the opposite direction and ure well- 
nigh irresistible. The Mohammedans are as 
teetetal as even Kansas St. John or 
Miss Willard could desire. Why? Because 
Mohammed, living a dozen centuries ago, 
aware of the destructive results of 
the drink habit on the Arabs, was especially 
severe in his reprobation of it. The Turks 
and the Arabs have ever since been abstain- 
ers from intoxicating liquor, and today they 
are teetotalers because they are able to re- 
sist through the powerful assisting influence 
of heredity. 

The influences of heredity among Christian 
nations are sadly in tne other direction. In 
the orgazization of the Christian religion no 
injunction was promulgated against wine 
drinking. Christ, the great founder, did not 
prohibit the use of wine; on the otner hand, 
he turned water into wine for the entertain- 
ment of the wedding guests, and drank wine 
himself according to the custom of the 
Jews, The Apostles did not forbid it, but 
one of them, St. Paul, commended its use in 
certain cases. The chosen people of Israel 
were not commanded by the law-giver 
Moses to refrain from wine, nor were their 
converts among the Gentiles, The nations 
which embraced Christianity—as the 
Romans, Greeks, Gauls, Teutons, British, 
Irish, Scandinavians, Goths, Vandals, Huns, 
Scythians, ete.—all had acquired the alco- 
hoiic habit centuries before their conversion, 
and ever since have indulged, somein the form 
of wine, others beer, others rum, and today, 
while admitted to be a great evil, it is fixed 
as one of the results of heredity. The early 
Christians did not encourage intemperance, 
but they at the same time did not forpid the 
use of stimulants. They only warned people 
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tion. If injunctions had been laid against

of the dangers of abuse. Hence heredity has 
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The abuse of the habit is unquestionably a 
dreadful evil, and its best correction and 
cure lies in appeal to the victim’s better p 
ure and sense of manliness to resist tempta-

the use of stimulants among the foundation 
precepts of the Christian religion, as they 
were among those of the Oriental religions, 
Christians today would have been as temper- 
ate as the followers of Confucius, Buddha, or 
Mohammed. The attempt w suddenly reverse 
the influences of heredity and tw compe: & 
man to be good by political legislation and 
constitutional amendments has not thus 
far yielded the good fruits that have been 
hoped fromit. Prohibition has done some 
good where it was supported by a strong 
popular sentiment to enforce it; where that 
was lacking harm rather than good has 
resulted. ‘

AN ARGUMENT WHICH PROVES NOTHING. 

The Heald assigns as one uf the proofs to 
support its absurd claim that cheaper goods 
will not make lower wages that 


the unprotected industries of America pay 
better wages than the protected industries do, 
and they sell their products at free trade En- 
glish prices, 


The wages paid are better, but wnat has 
that to do with the question at issue? This is 
a “non sequitur” Tue TRIBUNE is surprised 
to tind in a journal of pretensions to intelli- 
gence. In free trade England and protection » 
America the wages of .men whose employ- 
ments are exposed to home competition alone 
and are exempt from even the threat of 
foreign competition are higher than those of 
men whose occupations are attacked by @ 
double rivalry. This is so transparent that 
it ought not to need explanation. | 

Take the building trades, for instance— 
bricklayers, carpenters, roofers, painters, 
giaziers, plumbers, stonecutters, etc. The 
men who follow them in Engiand get higher 
wages than the average English scaie in the 
factories and milis; those who follow them 
in this country get more than the average 
American scale in manufactories, which, it 
must not be forgotten, is much very higher 
than in the foreign one. These being pur- 
suits where the only competition is local and 
not of State with State or nation with nation 
the trades unions are better able to keep and 
force wages up artificially than if the compe- 
tition were froin the outside., But if cap 
ital had Aladdin’s lamp and could 
order the genius to pick up ready- 
made stone or brick bilogks in Ger- 
many or France and transport them to En- 
gland, or in England and carry them to this 
country and put them in the walls, the wages 
of English ana American mechanics who are 
in the building trades would begin to drop, 
and not all the trades unions in the world 
could keep them up so high. For the Ameri- 
can carpenter and the bricklayer, plumber 
and the painter would then be exposed to 
the same kind and intensity of competition 
that would confront the spinner in the fac- 
tory or the worker in the steel-mill were 
there no tariff to protect him. The wages of 
Englishmen in the building trades would 
quite nearly approximate those of the men 
in English factories, and those of American 
workmen in the building trades wouid be 
about the same as those of men in protected 
American shops and mills whore they have 
inter-State competition. 

THe Trisvune dislikes to be forced to cor- 
rect the errors of an @. c. when they concern 
matters which are explained in the primer of 
political economy, It knows it is mortifying 
to the paper which is thus shown to be ig- 
norant of the rudiments of the science it pro- 
fesses to teach. But the duty to the public 
of a conscientious journal forces it to expose 
these mischief-making blunders, even if the 
doing of it wounds the self-esteem of egotis- 
tical ignorance. 


NATURAL GAS FOR CHICAGO. 

It is announced that within six months 
from this date natural gas will be piped from 
Indiana into Chicago. Present arrangements 
are such that most of the residents of the 
South Division can be supplied immediately 
thereafter, if they are willing to pay for it, 
and it will not be difficult to extend the serv- 
1¢€@ SO as soon to take in the other well popu- 
lated areas if wanted. It is proposed to use 
the mains and pipes of the Equitable and per- 
haps those of the Consumers’ company as 
required tor fuel purposes, leaving the con- 
duits of the two old companies to continue 
the distribution of gas for illumination. 

It need not, hoWvever, be supposed that tre 
decision by the Indiana court, declaring un- 
constitutional the law which prohibited the 
deportation of natural gas from that State, 
will confer on the people of this city an 
advantage equal to that enjoyed for several 
years past by the residents of the Pittsburg 
region. Their natural gus costs them 10 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet. It is proposed to 
charge four times as much here. It is heid 
that the latter rate will make the gas cheaper 
than its equivalent in hard coal or the cost- 
liest of soft, which will commend it to the 


power in small quantity as a substitute for 
the solid fuel. The idea is said to be not to 
try to make it available for use in large fac- 
tories which have arrangements that enable 
them to effectually burn oil or soft coal, but 
to induce its general consumption for the 
warming of buildings, cooking, laundry 
work, and driving the @mall engines, espe- 
cially those which use gas directly, for the 
running of sewing machines, light priating 
presses, wind tans, etc.. Its value for warm- 
ing purposes will be even greater to the poor 
than to the rich, as the former usually buy 
their coal in small quantity, paying not onty 
the top of the market in the dearest time of 
year, but getting light weight at that, and 
paying double dr trebie prices for delivery. 
But there is no question that ali will gain 
immensely by using the gas for warming 
residences, as it can be made to throw more 
than balf its heat into the room [rom a cheer- 
ful open fire, while nineteen-twentieths of 
the heat from coal goes up many a chimney 
that surmounts an open grate. 

The general use of the fuel cas as a sub- 
stitute for coal will not only prove a blessing 
to the city asa whole by bringing freedom 
from the smoke nuisance and retarding the | 
soiling process on fronts of buildings, inte- 
rior wails, clothing, pictures, etc., but wil! 
be a benefit directly to the citizen by abol- 
ishing the necessity of hauling and handling 
coal and removing ashes, both of which 
processes often entail annoyance to his neigh- 
bors as well as to himself. It will also obyn- 
ate the present need of keeping a fire going 
much longer than it is really wanted. This 
will hold the house cooler in hot weather, 
and prevent tie keeping of a furnace alive 
two or three weeks in the cooler half of the 
year. There need no longer be piles of coal 
Gumped on the sidewalk for the pedes- 
trian to stumble over, nor heaps of ashes in 
the alleys to be complained of by the neign- 
bors as a nuisance, The filling of eyes and 
throat with dust from either can be relegated 
into the undesirable past, along with the 
loading of the lungs with toul vapors and 
solid soot particles, irritating the bronchial 
tubes and accelerating if not causing death 
from pneumonia. The city may bé kept 
clean and the health of its inhabitants in- 
creased; at the same time the new fuel 
will permit some saving in cost. Possibly 
the latter. 1tem will be a larger one than is 
now offered, as there is every reason to be-" 
lieve that if 40 cents per 1,000 do not prove 


attractive to the average citizen the price 
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By his will, datea a hundred years ago 
next April, Dr. Franklin left to the cities of 
Philadelphia and Boston a thousand pounds 
each, to be used for the purpose of helping 
industrious artificers who needed only a lit- 
tle capital to make a start im the world. He 
directed that the money be joaned in sums 
not exceeding $300 to married mechanics 
under the age of 25, they to give good 
security for the repayment of the prin- 
cipal and interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. Knowing how much the loan of a little 
money would have done for him when set- 
ting out in life, he believed there would al- 
ways be men anx:ous to avail themselves of 
his beneficence, that the $10,000 which he 
gave to the two cities would constantly be 
earning 5 per cent, and that therefore at the 
end of a hundred years the total would be 
$650,000. When that figure was reached be 
directed that $500,000 be expended for 
bridges, fortificauons, aqueducts, baths, 
pavements, or “whatever would make living 
in the town more convenient to its people.” 

But times changed. The industrious artif- 
icers did not come forward either in Boston 
or Philadelphia. It may be that conditions 
had altered anc that the amount of money 
which would have started a man in business 
in Franklin’s young days would not suffice in 
the following century. Not only were there 
few applicants for loans, but the trustees did 
not manage their trust well, in Boston at 
least. Some of the loans were made on in- 
sufficient security, and there were losses. 
The thousand pounds given Philadeiphia in- 
stead of reaching $300,000 amounts to but 
$80,000, producing $5,000 a year. In 1816 a 
man nawed Scott left Philadelphia $4,000 to 
be devoted to the same purposes as desired 
by Franklin. This fund has accumulated 
till it amounts to $30,000, so that next year, 
the century being up, the city will have 
$110,000 to devote to some “purpose of gen- 
eral utility.” 

It has been suggested by the Board of Di- 
rectors of city trusts that a hundred 
thousand dollars be used for a big public 
bath, and that $10,000 be put out at compound 
interest for another ceatury. This is a com- 
pliance with Dr. Franklin’s will. He wanted 
$150,000 of his expected $650,000 put out at 
compound interest for the second century, at 
the end of which time, according to his figur- 
ing, it would have risen to’about ten million 
dollars. Then he thought the trust might 
safely be wound up. There need be no hope 
now of any such accumulation of wealth. 

Dr. Franklin was the embodimentof shrewd 
common sense, and yet how absurdly he 
blundered! He knew that money compound- 
ed at 5 per cent would double about every 
seventeen years, but he assumed that the 
“ industrious artificer’” of his boyhood was 
to exist forever. He united an uncertain 
and a certain quantity in his calculations 
and was sadly fooled. Still, had he not left 
tne $5,000 to Philadelphia that city would be 
a@ hundred thousand dollars poorer than it is, 
and would be unable to give its citizens a 
public bath-house next year. While the tes- 
tator’s intentions were not fully realized, 
they came nearer to it than Sam Tilden’s. 


THE CANKER IN THE BLOSSOM. 

Notwithstanding the decided enthusiasm 
of the large crowds which gather at Battery 
D, and the roseate coloring given to the re- 
ports and conveyed in the enthusiastic ad- 
dresses, there is considerable dissatisfaction 
felt and expressed by many at the want of 
success of last year’s work by the W. C. T. 
U. Complaints are freely made that both 
numerically and financially the work suf- 
fered seriously. At the New York session 
last year the union numberec about 10,000 
branches, with a membership of 200,000. The 
report given yesterday shows but 7,000 
branches, and a total membership of 142,163. 
The Cleveland (O.) union, the most wealthy 
in the country, and backed by John D. Rock- 
efeller, has withdrawn from membership. So 
have branches at Minneapolis and other 
places, while no less than fifty branches in 
the rich County of Chester, Pennsylvania, 
have aiso withdrawn. The percentage of 
members to each branch is scarcely 
changed, so the total loss in one year 
would be about 3,000 branches. Financially 
the year can scarcely be called a success. 
Beginning the fiscal year with a surplus of 
over $7,000, the receipts were about 
$16,000 and the expenditures $20,667, 
leaving a balance of $2,33380n hand. In addi- 
tion to this one entire State delegation is on 
the brink of revolt and secession is threat- 
ened before the close of the convention. 
Every effort is being made to postpone the in- 
evitable, but the dissatisfaction of Iowa and 
of individual delegates from several other 
States will make itself manifest before long. 

Prominent workers in the ranks, including 
some of the oldest temperance laborers yet 
in the field, impute this condition of affairs 
to the determination shown by the dominant 
spirit of the convention to import politics into 
what they hold should be purely evangeli- 
cal and missionary work. The opinion is 
growing that the controlling spirits of the 
W. C. T. U. are more anxious to break down 
and destroy the Republican party than to 
fight the rum power and that they rejoice at 
the Democratic rum victories which they in- 
directly heip to win, because they think it 
tends to the disruption of the great Union 
party, and a large number of the rank 
and file of the W. CG TT WU. not 
being thus actuated do not sy thize 
with the plotting ringleaders. Owing to 
the constitution of the convention, which 1s 
only in a minor degree representative, and is 
loaded down with ex-officio members depend- 
ent upon the reigning executive, the conven- 
tion does not, it is said, represent the true 
feelings of the paying members of many 
branches. The result is shown by the de- 
plorable falling off in numbers and the fact 
that nothing in the nature of material prog- 
regs has been effected during the year. 
Some of the best friends of temperance feel 
aggrieved at the treatment to which they 
haye been subjected, and to their practical 
ostracism from the counseis of the conven- 
tion.

A Leg- 
islature cannot meet but swarms of office 
beggars appear importuning the members 
for appointments as deputy clerks, messen- 
gers, doorkeepers, and spittoon-cleaners— 
anything in the shape of an office. The labor 
and zeal devoted to officeseeking would win 
far greater success in private business, Dut 
there is some inexplicable fascination 
about public places, and men will beg 
for them abjectly and sink ali pride and self- 
respect in the effortto win. Men can take 
disappointments and reverses in private life 
with good grace, but the loss of an office is 
followed by implacable bitterness. The dis 
appointed office hunter loses sight of priaci- 
ples and policies and uses his vote for per- 
sonal revenge. The bitterness and confusion 
caused by the fight for spoils between the 
parties and imside each make it more and 
more difficult to get a clear-cut issue of prin- 
ciple or policy before the people for intelli- 
gent decision.

ABOUT WOMEN’S CLOAKS, 


New York City Has the Lion’s Share of 
the Cloak Trade of the Country. 

Every county in the United States is sup- 
plied more or less with ladies’ cloaks made 
in the City of New York. Experts estimate 
the tocal value of ladies’ cloaks produced in 
tne United States at . $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 
a year. About three-fourths of the manu- 
facturing of* these cloaks is done in the 
City of New York, says the New York 
Sun. Chicago comes next, Cleveland next, 
Boston, Philadeiphia, and Cincinnati do still 
smaller cloak business. In the last seven- 
teen years the cloaks have driven shawls 
steadily outof the market, until they have 
almost disappeared. There is about $20,000,- 


| 000 capital invested in the ladies’ cloak busi- 


ness of the Unitea States. About $7,000,000a 
year is paid in wages to the workmen. To 
make $50,000,000 worth of cloaks uses up 
about $25,000,000 worth of domestic goods and 
trimmings every year. About one-half of 
the entire ladies’ cloak business of the U nited 
States is done by five houses in the City of 
New York, and there is probably no busi- 
ness which has made such a sudden and vig- 
orous growtt as this one. 

The cloak Dbuginess is exceedingly sensi- 
tive. The vaguries of female fashion must 


cernment. The cloak must go over the dress, 
and when the dress changes the cloak must 
change. The cloak manufacturers, there- 
fore, watch the fashions anxiously. There 
is one house in New York that selis about 
2,500,000 worth ef ladies’ cloaks every year. 
At the end of the season they may have $50,- 
000 worth of stock left, not more. They pay out 
about $300,000 in wages every vear. They 
can turn out 7,000 cloaks a week, and in the 
busy season they have orders three weeks 
abead for as many cioaks as they can make. 
The cloakmakers have agents in Europe 
on the alert for novelvies. They can take tne 
finest Parisian cloak and reproduce it in 
three days. They have of late years wrested 
the bulk of the. Jadies’ cloak trade from 
the importers. There used to be 20 per cent 
of the cloaks imported. Now there are only 
24g per cent imported. There are various 
reasons for this. One is the ease with 
which foreign-made cloaks can be imitated. 
The chief reason is that ail the rateriais 
that make acloak are here, and if the man- 
ufacturing is done|here the vagaries of fash- 
iow can be easily followed. The importer of 
cloaks nfust order his goods months ahead, 
and by the time he gets them here the fash- 
ion May change. Weare by no means de- 
pendent upon foreign fashions. American 
women do not hesitate to modify a new fash- 
ion and order garments with this or that 
change. These changes the manufacturer 
is quick to observe, and the result is that 
littie by little every new style of garment de- 
velops Variauons.

ONE HISTORICAL SCENE, 


WHAT HAPPENED WHEN HENRY CLAY 
LEFT THE SENATE, 


A Looker-on Tells What He Saw on That 
Memorabie Occasion—The Inventor of 
the Monitor One of the Spectators— 
Men and Women Overcome Together— 
Clay’s Successor and His Pitiable Con- 
dition Before His Death—Calhoun’s and 
Benton’s Congratulations. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Noy. 8.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.}]—One of the most striking fig- 
ures in this city is that of Mr. T. R. Timby, 
the famous inventor. It was he who made 
a fortune long ago out of the turbine water- 
wheel and it was he who later devised the 
revolving turret of the Monitor and enabled 
the engineer Ericsson and his associates to 
build the vessel which beat the Merrimac 
and saved the Union navy. No man deserves 
a heavier pension from the United States, 
and he is now, with a mind as clear as ever, 
engaged upon another patriotic work, that of 
devising a plan of coast defenses which is 
as novel as it promises to be effective. In 
his apartments opposite the Elliott 
House, the rooms formerly occupied 
by Daniel Webster, Mr. Timby enter- 
tains his friends and reijates many a strik- 
ing incident of the past. An evening 
or two there came up the subject of Heury 
Ciay’s famous valedictory address in the 
Senate, and Mr, Timby told how he had 
been present on that memorabie occasion. 
STORY OF A NEVER-TO-BE-FORGOTTEN SCENE. 

“I was looking recentiy,” said he, “at a 
time-stained copy of a copper-plate engrav- 
ing pu®Pporting to represent the scene in the 
United States Senate chamber at the time of 
the delivery of Henry Ciay’s valedictory, 
the last day of March, 1842.” 

“That was a good while ago,” said Tug 
TRIBUNE man, as he tried to carry his memory 
buck forty-seven years and ascertain wheth- 
er he had or had not at that remote period 
been promoted to trousers. 

“Tt isas fresh in my recollection as if it 
were yesterday, however,’”’ was the reply. 
“ Although in March, which has of late years 
been somewhat famous for dampening the ar- 
dor of patrioticAmericanson pubuc occasions, 
the weather was supefb. Aware that the 
crowd would be great I entered the gallery 
of the Senate chamber (now the Supreme 
Court room) at 9 o’clock in the morning— 
three hours before the covening of the Sen- 
ate. Having my choice of seats I selected 
one in the frontrow of the gentlemen’s gal- 
lery, Which was on the south side and direct- 
ly opposite to the semicircle which formed 
the jadies’ gallery. If I had been given my 
choice of the best seats in the whole cham- 
ber I couid not have chosen a better position 
to both see and hear. Mr. Ciay’s seat was in 
front of me and alittie to the left. The 
chair of the Vice-President, as presiding of- 
ficer, was almost immediately under me; and 
s0 situated | wus content to wait ‘with pa- 
tience during, the long interval that occurred 
before the proceedings began.” 

“It/ must have been tedious in the ex- 
treme.” 

*“ Notatall. There was always something 
of interest or amusement occurring. For in- 
stance, between ¥ and 10 o’cilock gentlemen 
began to enter the ‘ladies’ gallery,’ and 
chucklec within myself, as a youth will, 
when I refiected how soon they would be 
obied to yacate. Nextin order came gen- 
tlemen escorting . ladies, and by 11 o’clock 
that gallery was full in the proportion oj two 
ladies to one gentieman. Swill later more 
ladies presented themselves, and, as 1] had 
anticipated, the gentlemen in the gallery 
were obiigea to give up their seats ana seek 
accommodation eisewhere. Before the hour 
of noon the ladies filled the gallery—even 
standing places—and the crowd overflowed 
to the floor of the Senate, wnere many of 
the fair sex were accommodated through the 
gallantry of the assembied statesmen. 

“ As lo the * gentiemen’s gallery,’ that was 
filled by ll o’clock; but, as it belonged ex- 
clusively to gentlemen, the ladies had the 
courtesy not to attempt to enter—a degree of 
seif-denial for which they deserve the more 
creait because they could not but have known 
that they had but to present themselves at 
our gallery door to obtain their choice of the 
best seats at our disposal. But we were un- 
disturbed.”’ 

‘**The American woman of the present gen- 
eration might not see itin that light, how- 
ever,’’ was the ungallant comment. 

“The American lady would, 1 think,” re- 
replied bis host, with true old-fashioned rever- 
ence for the sex, ‘‘and only ladies entered 
the gailery reserved for them at that time. 
Times have changed, and the character of 
crowds in public places has changed with 
them—not for the better,in my estimation. 
But we shali never get to Mr. Clay’s speech 
if [stray away thus. 

** The diplomatic corps, preceded by its dean, 
was the iust to enter. They took seats on 
sofas provided for them on the floor of 
the chamber. Among them I distinguished 
the Ambassadors from Great Britain, France, 
Spain, Austria, Russia, Prussia, and Italy— 
and iticere were severai I did not recognize— 
ail eager to hear Kentucky’s gifted soa and 
to do him hovor. the floor and galleries 
were now full; and never shall I forget the 
sight. Those among my countrymen there 
who most truly deserved our admiration and 
veneration for patriotism, statesmanshbip, 
and intellectual power sat before me on the 
floor of that small chamber; all that was 
lovely, and brilliant, and complished in 
the Capital City graced the d&dies’ gallery; 
and I can say, without fear of contradiction, 
that that portion of the audience confined 
within the limits of the gentiemen’s galiery 
could well chailenge comparison with any 
other for culture, intelligence, and respect- 
abuity. Thus was made up’a congregation 
the like of which I doubt has ever been seen 
since. And here, by the way, I may 
say that the artist whodrew the picture from 
which was made the engraving which has 
led to allthis talk used alicense not war- 
ranted by the situation. He depicts many 
gentleman in the ladies’ galiery, wnereas I 
am quite certain there was not one, 

THE LULL AND THE STORM OF ELOQUENCE 
FOLLOWING. 

‘The solemn hush of expectation immedi- 
ately foilowing the formal opening of the 
Senate was, on this particular occasion, es- 
pecially impressive. When the Upper House 
was duly in order Mr. Clay arose and de- 
livered that world-famous valedictory. which 
he'd his audience spelibound until he had re- 
sumed nis seat, and the eloquence and pa 
thetic charm ef which can be best judged 
from its visibie effect upon all present and 
upon two notable examples especially. 

‘Neither Mr. Calhoun nor Mr. Benton had 
spoken to Mr. Clay in ten years. Yet he bad 
searcely, with broken voice and agitated ac- 
tion, conciuded his speech and resumed bis 
seat when these two, bis long-time enemies, 
were among the first of the many who 
pressed around him with sympathy and con- 
gratulation, These two warmly grasped his 
hand and seemed to hold it longer than 
others: and it was said, though I could not 
see it myself, that all three shed tears. This 
méeting and reconciliation seemed to me 
then, and seems to me nuw, the most affect- 
ing of any that I have ever witnessed or ex- 
pect to witness among men. 

“ This great speech has gone down into his- 
tory as one of the most eloquent and effective 
orations ever delivered. One portion of i 
in particular, struck me so forcibly that 
distinctly remember the expression at this 
late day. Mr. Ciay, in referring to niscareer 
in the Senate now about to close, said that 
he might have made mistakes and given of- 
fense during that career—doubtiess he had 
often so done—but if so, they were mistakes 
of the head and not of the heart. At this 
patuetic declaration the vast audience was 
audibly agitated and I noticed afree use of 
pockethandkerchiefs among the fair coun- 
try women of the speaker im the gallery op- 


’ posite to me.”’ 


“Tt must have been most impressive,”’ 
said the revorter. ‘“* We youngsters missed 
all that by having been born a couple of de 
cades too iate. ‘There were giants in the 
earth in those days.’ ”’ 

“True; there were Many great mep then 
prominent in our national councils. But to 
me Mr. Ciay remains the central figure, the 
bright star of that glittering galaxy of 
statesmen which inciuded such men as Web- 
ster, Calhoun, Benton, Silas Wright, Wood- 
bridge, and Dixon H. Lewis.. This galaxy 
has passed away; its light is cimmed. leav- 
ing but the feeble glimmer of its giories in 
the broken and disjointed recoliect/ons 
of men iike me. They have gone,

“O, yes; I met Mr. Clay frequently afte 
that famous speech down to within a few 
months of his death in 1852. He always pre- 
sented tle same stately and imposing appear- 
ance, Which, while it gave great dignity to 
his presence, dia not in the least lessen his 
wonderfully genial and kindly manner to all. 
To the last he was tall, Straight, and grace- 
ful, with the marks of mental and physical 
vigor alike displayed conspicuously on his 
comMimmding person. 
# “In this respect,” continued Mr. Timby, 

he was a great contrast to Mr. Critvenden 
in his latter days. When the latter was 
introduced to the Senate on that memorabie 
March day in 1842, I thought bim, physically, 
the finest specimen of a man that I had ever 
seen. He was tall, slender, with locks 
slightly silvered, but straight as an arrow— 
his handsome person set off by an elegant 
and particularly well-fitting dress. The iast 
time I met him (in May, 1862, at Washimg- 
ton) he came to see me, and was heiped‘ out 
of his carriage and conducted to my room by 
two men—being unable to waik unassisted. 
Twenty years had made of him the most 
complete physical wreck (with one single 
excep on) that 1 have ever seen. He looked 
fifty years older than he did in 1842, 
and tottered, rather than waiked, toward me 
With the assistance of his attendants. He 
was then outof the Senate—having devoted 
his latest energies and exhausted the last re- 
mains of his once vigorous frame in futile 
endeavors in that body to stem the tide of 
disunion and rebellion. His last act in the 
Senate was to present, the 4th of March, 1861, 
the credenotiais of his successor, John C. 
Breckinridge. He soon passed away, broken 
and anguished by the distracted state of his 
country, and died without seeing a break in 
the ciouds of war that hovered over her or a 
lullin- the rain of blood that deluged her 
fields.”’ 

‘* When did Mr. Crittenden die?” 

** As nearly as [ can recollect, on the 25th 
or 26th of June, 1863. I know it was ip the 
latter part of June.”

CARLYLE AS A SCHOOLMASTER, 


His Joke on the Boys Who Brought a 
Donkey into the School-Room. 

St. James’ Gazette: A writer in the Scotsman 
has unearthed an amusing anecdote of 
Thomas Cariyle as a country “dominie,” for 
the accuracy of which he vouches. It was 
told in 1858 by a Cupar Fife lawyer and Pro- 
vost who had been one of Uarlyle’s pupils at 
Kirkcaidy, to the writer and Hugh Miller. 
The interest of this gentlieman’s Yeminis- 
cences of hie old schoolmaster was height- 
ened by his utter unconsciousness that his 
old dominie was the Thomas Carlyle who 
was beginning to be known to fame. The 
old gentieman described the older race of 
Scottish schoolmasters as always during 
school hours wearing their hats—at least 
keeping their heads covered; and many of 
the boys, viewing the peculiar angle at which 
the hat stood upon the head, and how hear 
it came to the eyebrows, could conjecture if 
the savage mood were to be that day pre- 
dominant. 


“But my teacher,” said the Provost, “ae 


strict and gloomy disciplinarian with the 
name of Carlyle, never wore his hatin the 
school; and, indeed, his brow was so over- 


hung with dark threatening, and his large, 
giowifig eyes constantly shot forth wrath, 
while his protruding Chin was laden with 
scorn, that no extra expression to alarm us 
was needed from his lum-hat!- He did not 
thrash us often or severely, but we hada 
fear that, if provoked, he would go great 
lengths in punishment. I have seen his mere 
scowl! hush at once the whole school. The 
biggest and boldest boys specially dreaded 
his grins and his mocking words. How sav- 
ageiy bis teeth were wont to grind out the 
terms ‘dunce’ or ‘ blockhead’ !”’ 

Hugh Milier here interposed by asking; 
“Did your teacher ever burst into a strange 
laugh in school?” *“ That isan odd question,”’ 
returned the Provost. “Why do you ask? 
But now that Iremember, he had at times 
an extraordinary laugh that made us all 
stare. It hada train of queer chuckling, 
which exploded ina succession of ioud and 
deep guffaws that shook his whole body, and 
dispiayed all his teeth like. the keysofa 

iano. Hethen clapped bis hands on the 
ors he held against his knees; yet none of 
us ever knew at what he was laughing. He 
had a grim smile in 1 ade pupils, and a 
habit of tapping their heads with his knuck- 
lesas he told them that the heads would 
never be worth the price of hats, or the 
charge of a barber, though mammas and aunts 
had that morning combed, kissed, and biessed 
them in pious wonder—as if they were teem- 
ing with the sublimestinventions and signs!”’ 

The Provost saw that Hugh Miller and 
sume other guests were listening eagerly, 
and he proceeded: “One morning, a few 
minutes before the school hour, when most 
of the pupiis had arrived, and—as rain was 
falling—they had gone into the school, a 
donkey, which had broken ioose from its 
tether on agrassy spot near, was entering 
tne playground. Bill Hood and I were so 
far on our way; and Bill, who was a stqut 
and frolicsome lad—the ringieader in many 
sports and tricks—rushed to mount the ani- 
mal, ana began to guide and force it into the 
school. With desperate spurring the don- 
key was induced to carry its rider over the 
threshold: and what a reception both of 
them got from the juvenile crowds! Bagsot 
books were at once fastened to the tail and 
around the neck of the ass; and so busy 
were Bill and half a dozen companions in 
urging the brute to a canter round the school, 
and to ascend the short stair of the master’s 
desk, that they did not notice how time was 
speeding and before they could remove the 
stranger, Mr. Cariyle appeared. We expect- 
ed atremendous explosion of wrath, but he 
ourstintoa roar of laughter—such a roar, 
however, as, instead of tempting us to join in 
it, produced a@ sudden and complete hush, 
and that roar was renewed again and again 
when the ass, withdrawing its forefeet from 
the first step of the desk stair and turning 
round, took a pace or two slowly towards 
the master asifto salute him. * That,’ ex- 
claimed Carlyle, ‘is the wisest and best 
scholar Kirkcaidy has yet sent me; he is fit 
wo be yourteacner.’ He tapped the donkey’s 
head as he was wont to do ours, and said, 
‘There’s something here, far more than in 
the skulls of any of his brethren before me, 
though these skulls are pattedin fond admira- 
tion by papas and mammas, and though that 
far grander head-piece meets only with mer- 
ciless biows.’ He then gave some bard taps 
on Bill Hood’s head, and would not allow him 
to dismount, but, fora penaity, ordered him 
to ride up and down the school for an hour, 
while those boys who had been most active 
in heiping Bill to go through the farce had to 
march in pairs before,and behind the per- 
plexed-iooking ass. Hedid not require the 
other scholars to atttend to their several les- 
sons, but silently permitted them to stand as 
spectators of the grotesque procession. Then 
he himself, seated within bis pulpit-like desk, 
surveyed Bill and his company with astrange 
mixture of mirth, scorn, and fury. I have 
not for years thought of this scene,” contin- 
ued the Provost, “ batit has come back to 
me freshly, and I remember that my old 
master had a strange laugh. I don’t know 
what bas become of him, nor, indeed, have I 
heard of him since I left Kirkcaidy school.”

He Accepts the Position of Director of the 
Organ Department—His Early Stadiesin

of Praise from Well-Known Critics.

servatory a leading 
place among the musical schools of this coun- 
try. That this place will be easily main- 
tained is even now evident. Ambitious 
students from all parts of the country have 
quickly followed their great teacher, whose 
success is his new field of labor is already an 
accomplished fact. 

Mr. Eddy is too well known in Chicago to 
require any introduction, but now that he 
has linked himself still more closely with the 
progress of its musical art a brief sketch ‘of 
his past career and early triumphs will un- 
doubtedly interest the reader. 

He was born at Greenfield, Mass., June 23, 
1851. So marked was his love of music 
while still a child that the best opportunities 
afforded by ihe vicinity were given to nim. 
When he was 16 years old his need for higher 
instruction led to his removal to Hartford, 
where he studied under Mr. Dudley Buck. 
At the end of a year he was abie to take a po- 
sition as organist of Bethany Congregational 
Church at Montpelier, Vvt., where he soon 
won an enviable reputation. 

STUDIES IN GERMANY. 

In 1871 he went to Germany to continue his 

organ and piano studies under August Haupt, 
organist to the Emperor of Germany, and A. 
Loeschhorn, a celebrated composer and 
teacher of the pianoforte in Berlin. He re- 
mained in Berlin two years and a half, work- 
ing with all the ardor of youth. Indeed, he 
seems to have given himself wholly to his be- 
loved art, for it is said that he then practiced 
from six to twelve hours a day. aupt was 
deepiy interested in his progress and 
ed him with mingied affecuon and pride. 
Under this teacher the young organist com- 
pleted a thorough course, playing through 
the entire repertory of the organ, and show- 
ing @ Mastery and ease that already. marked 
him &s an artist. To the piano he deyoted 
almost equal attention, and was at the 
time diligentin the study of counterpoint aud 
composition. Whuilestilla pupil he played 
before the Emperor ana highest nobility, 
taking at one time Haupt’s place at a concert 
in the “Garrison” church in 
lin, The flattering recognition of 
his merits by this audience and the 
press led toa tour through the principal 
cities of Germany, Austria, Switzerland, and 
Hoiland. Among bis credentials at that 
— was a letter from Houpt in which he 
said: : 

‘In organ playing the performances of Mr. 
Eddy are worthy to be designated as emi- 
nent, and he is undoubtedly a peerof the 
greatest living organists.”’ 

This tour was eatirely successful, his play- 
ing being everywheré regarded as phenome- 
nal in technical mastery and repose. by 

an 
or- 


His return to America was followed 
immediate acceptance of the position 
ganist of the First Congregatior al Church of 
this. city. At once he took a i@ading 
among local organists, adding contin to 
his laurels. While in this position he gave 
his first series of twenty-five recitals. So 
choice were the programs offered and 
so fine his playmg that the atten- 
tion of all music lovers was drawn 
to the entertainments, and Mr. Eddy’s fame 
kept pace witn tne increasing knowledge of 
his work. A year later the Hershey 
of Musical Art was established by Mrs, 
Sarah Hershey, who then attempted to real- 
ize a long cherished ideal. Of this school Mr. 
Eddy became the general director, and his 
marriage with Mrs. Herahey goon followed. 
Aithough this school was ciosed after a few 
years it heid during its existence a bigh place 
in public favor, and was remarkably success- 
ful trom an artistic point of view. 

HIS FAMOUS RECITALS. 

Upon the organ in Hershey Music-Hall 
Mr. Eddy gave his series of 100 recitals 
of organ music, containing no repetitions. 
Tnese recitals were given oa Saturdays, and 
occupied about two years. Fully 500 com- 
positions were given, no national 
school, old or new, failing to meet 
due representation. On the occasion 
of the closing recital June 23, 1879, a special 
program was provided, consisting aimost 
whoily of original works, written oxpressly 
for this recital by some of the greatest com- 
posers of organ music then living. 

Following these recitals came a large num- 
ber of concert engagements in all parts of 
the country. In Boston Mr. Eddy won @ 
flattering tribute from John 8. Dwight in 
Dwight’s Journal of Music. 

In 1882 Mr. Eddy was appointed organist 
of the tirst Chicago May festival, where be 
he had the use of an organ erected for the 
occasion. For several years he has been the 
organist of the Apollo Club concerts and of 
the First Presbyterian Church of this city. 

Mr. Eddy has just returned to Chicago after 
a somewhat lengthy tour in Europe, where 
he achieved remarkable successes.

by upwards of 2,000 people, among them ma 
of the most distinguished of French musi- 
cians. Highly comptimentary reviews of the 
performances appeared in the various pa- 
pers, including Le Figaro and Le i’rogres 
Artistique, portions of which have already 
been reprinted in THe Txipune. The articie 
in the last-named journal was from the pea 
of the distinguished French organist, Alex- 
ander Guilmant. 

At Leipzig Mr. Eddy plaved upon the new 
organ recently placed in the Thomas Kirche, 
where the great Bach was formerly erganist, 
The audience was composed of organists, 
students, and critics, and a flattering notice 
trom the pen of Martin Krause, President of 
the *‘ Liszt Verein,” and regular critic of the 
Leipziger Tageblatt, appeared in that paper. 

At Berlin Mr. Eady gave recitals in two of 
the principal churches with similar success. 
Recitais in London, Liverpool, Leeds, Mir- 
tieid, Dewsbury, and Bradford followed on 
the way home.

YS FAIR FEATURES | 


RELICS OF PREHISTORIC AMERICA 
SUGGESTED FOR THE EVENT. 


A Collection of Fac-Similes of Temples, 
Round Towers, and Aztec Remains— 
An Opportunity for a Purely American 
Exhibit—something That Would Be of 
Value and Interest—A Chance to Develop 
® Negiected Field—The Originals in Ex- 
istence Before the Discovery. 

What could be more distinctive and appro- 
priate as a feature of the World’s Fair in 
1892 than a special section devoted w ‘‘Pre- 
historic America’’? asks the New York Jfer- 
ald. This exhibit should show in detail and 


‘in fac-simile, as far as possible, specimens of 


the ancient dwellings, temples, mounds, and 
other structures erected on this continent 
uptold years before its discovery by Colum- 
bus. Many of these strange evidences of 
prehistoric America still exist in various 
states of preservation. 

One of the most pleasing and successful 
features of the Paris Exposition was the de- 
partment entitied ** House of All Natons,” 
which was reproduced in fac-simile with ad- 
mitable taste and was visited by appreciative 
millions. Without in any sense endeavoring 
to copy the Parisian model we may have an 
exhibit that wili attract interest and instruct 
not oniy visitors from abroad but lead our 
own citizens to a knowledge of our country’s 


‘rich and unique archeological remains. 


The object of this articie is merely to out- 
line in asimple manner tbe field which such 
an exhibit should coyer. Aimost all Amert- 
cans know something of our mound-buiiders’ 
reiics, the cliff dwellings, Central Americano 
temples, and the like, but few among all our 
moiliions have seen these structures and fewer 
know their history or meaning. In the West 
many are familiar enough with the mounds, 
which are, however, rapidly disappearing 
under the plow; many have seen ciiff dweli- 
mgs, while a few bave visited the Mexican 
and Central American tempies and palaces, 
yet the mass of the peopie wouid be im- 
mensely interested by a correct revroducuon 
of these remains in such an accessible piace 
as the Worid’s Fair. 3 

There’s a charm and a fascination about 
these relics of a departed race and a giorious 
past, not only to tne student but to the ordi- 
nary uniettered observer, which is shown 
by the interest excited in the press by any 
new discovery. This interest would make 
the exhibit a center of attraction ana pay 
for the cost of the erection of the structures. 
Material and talent are at the disposal of the 
proper committee, and it is a suggestion that 
Wiil, believe, meet with favor ail over the 
country. The ethnological, archzeological, 
and historical societies of the United States 
and Europe are cailed upon to advance it, as 
well as every man whp is interested in the 
study and preservation of the relics of our 
ancient conohgggatmen 4 -~ peoples. It is weil 
before these wondrous and mysterous re- 
mains of ancient America are utterly de- 
stroyed and become*’a mere memory to show 
them in their restored grandeur to the rising 
generation. 

It is fitiva work of popular or govern- 
mental endeavor. No private purse could 
wali afford 1t, and Americans have too long 
‘been accused of ignorance and negiect of 
their antivuities to resist an opportunity. of 
showing to the world tangible evidence 
of their appreciation of them. Our continent 
I believe to be not only the oldest geolog- 
ically, but in crvilization and art as weil, 
which is a bold claim, but can be supported 
strongly by our ancient remains. 

SPECIMEN OF AMERIC STRUCTURES. 

There are more tran a dbzen specimens of 
ancient American structures which could be 
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wonderful round towers, rivaling in ¢on- 
struction the famous ones oflreland. These 
towers were placed on the edge of the ¢an- 
yons and a half circie of wall was built back

of them for their defense. They were prob- 
ably the watch for signal towers of that an- 
cient race which swarmed in this region 
years ago. Built of the prevailing lime or 
sand stone, they stand many of them today 
ip a-ruinous condition, but as interestfhg as 
any Greek temple or English castle. 

A reproduction could’ be made of these 
towers and dwellings at little expense upon 
one of the bluffs which occur in the grounds 
selected for the fair, and in connection with 
the other objects prove of intense interest. 
They could be made as permanent buildings 
and remain in situ for the edification and In- 
struction of future generations. My sueces- 
tion is that the Government supply a certain 
pumbBer of Indians to cccupy these and other 
similar edifices during the exposition, and 
devote themselves to aboriginal occupations, 
such as weaving, arrow-making, etc., the 
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roceeds of their sales to go to the general 


und. 

The pueblos are somewhat similar in gén- 
eral design to the cave dwellings, although 
more pretentious. Some puebdios are, in fact, 
merely cave pueplos. They are interesting, 
entirely American, and unique in design and 
construction. They far surpassed anything 
which our own early settlers ever construct- 
ed, both in size and beauty. Some of them 
rivaled our post-office in size and grandeur. 
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With many stories and numberiess apart- 
ments these gigantic edifices comprised cities 
in themselves whose populawons numbered 
thousands. Built of fine, perféct masonry

selected for illustration, each of which has 
‘various and beautiful types. The following 
list comprises those which are the most fa- 
miliar and easily reproduced: 

1.. The cliff dwellings of Arizona and Colorado, 

ot which there are several types, including the 
@halogous “ round towers.” ’ 
2. é mounds, which are found all through 
the central portion of the United States in nu- 
merous distinct forms, including pyramids, 
squares, cirties, animal forms, and inclosures 
for various purposes. 

3. The pueblos of New Mexico. } 

4. The Central American temples, palaces, 
pyramids. bridges, and reservoirs. 

5. The Natchez dwellings. 

6. Other aboriginal dwellings and structures of 
the Mobawiks, Creeks. Algonquins, etc. 

7. Esquimaux dwellings. 

The cliff dwellings. which are largely found 
in Sec. 4, Township 36 north, Range 17 west, 
New Mexico Division, Colorado, form one 
of the most interest:ng archwological feat- 
ures of the country. -Lying as they do ina 
remote end not easily accessible region they 
are but rarely visited and are known only to 
the few. They are marvels of construction, 
mysterious and romantic i their isolation. 

- Oftentimes perched so high up on the cliffs 

the eye scareely distinguishes them, 
they are the remains of a race that, if it has 
not perished entirely, only exists in a frag- 
mentary condition, A cliffdwelling may be

generally described as a cave, either natu- 
ral or artificial, whose entrance 
has  beeh neatly walled up in a 
manner showing much skill in masonry, with 
Windows and doors, the lintels of which were 
of wood. Sometimes but half the cave was 
thus inclosed, leaving a sort of foyer. asit 
were, of th: cave in front, or at one side, as 
in the drawing. Some of the dweilings have 
two stories, several have four, while in the 
large caves immense many-roomed buildings 
exist which evince a high state of cultiva- 
tion. One building containea seventy-six 
roomson the ground floor and as many in 
two other stories. . > 
TOWERS OF ANCIENT TIMES. : 
| These dwellings were reactied by their 1n- 
mates by meansof long iadders and steps 
hewn in the limestone rock. The wails are 
plastered with white cement, portions of 
hich are decorated witn pictorial word 
rmtings and strange hierogiyphics. In the 
iébris upon the fioor is found pottery of fine 
sxture, delicate shape, thin, fragile, and 
aimted in colors which are as bright as when

(present the undouvted proofs of a wealthy, 


iu large circles or squares, with no en- 
trances on the ground floor.. they 
formed fortresses of great strength, into 
which the inhabitants; as well as warlike as- 
sailants, were compelied to enter by means 
of long ladders to the upper stories. The 
beams of the floors projected through the 
walls on the outside, and were of cedar. The 


walls within were smoothly finished in fine. 


white stucco. Communication was made from 
floor to floor by means of trap doors, through 
which, or similar apertures, the smoke from 
the fireplaces rose, as there were no chim- 
neys. In these pueblos were conducted all 
the occupations and amusements and relig- 
ious observances of vast populations, who 
have lefi only ‘their dwellings, stone imple- 


ments, and pottery behind them as memorials | 


of a giorious and busy race. 

To reproduce one of these dwellings would 
be perhaps the most difficult task that would 
fali to the lot of the committee having it in 
charge; yet it would be a simple matter after 
ali, as the models are attainabie and the 
building couid be built ona somewhat re- 
duced scale with good results and satisfac- 
tory effect. 

So similar to the ancient pueblos are those 
of the modern Zunis that they are scarcely 
distinguishable from them. A wonderful 
exhibit of Zuni industry can be held in this 
building, for the means are in the Govern- 
ment’s possession, and Mr. Frank Cushing of 
Zuni fame might be induced to contribute 
his inestimable services w the making of 
this branch of the greatest value as an 
ethnological exhibit. That it would draw 
crowds to the fair and prove a paying invest- 
ment is unquestioned, and forms to me but a 
minor feature of its importahce as an educa- 
tional factor. 

REPRODUCTION OF MOUNDS. 

Another feature of this department is the 
world-famed mounds, now fast disappearing, 
but at present a subject of continual and 
ardent study by the Ethnological Bureau and 
archwological societies of the country. They 
have been objects of intense interest evér 
since they were first distovered, and have 
been described in many publications. To sé- 
lect one or two of the typical forms and re- 
produce them would be comparatively inex- 
pensive. The earth taken from the excava- 
uons for the exposition buildings could be 
utilized ano the labor necessary for their 
erection. would cost little. 

Upon ine summits of these mounds shoulda 
be erected the restored wooden buildings as 
outlined in a report of the Ethnological Bu- 
reau.. These are architectural forms of 
a unique type, and, while provably correct, 
are but tittle kaown. In these restored tem- 
ples and dweilings should be presented to 
the public view a collection of ancient and 
prehistoric relics, consisting of stone imple- 
ments, weapons, and other objects; gold, sil- 
ver, copper, ana clay images, badges, and 
totems; pottery, fabrics, and ail otner re- 
mains which are 80 numerous in the collet- 
tions of the Smithsonian Inetitution and 
oLher museums, ana which gre surpassed by 
no other country oo earth. | 

Sma!! modeis of the various mounds could 
also be exhibited here, as there is such a via- 
riety of form that this would be ine only 
way to properly present them in order = to 
show their mode of structure. In this class 
also comes properly the ancient sepulchral 
vaults and tumuli of many types. | 

The dwellings of the Natchez Indians were 
distinguished for an advanced type of abo- 
riginal architecture. They were equal to the 
houses of European peasants of 200 years 
ago. They were built in a manner far supe- 
rior to that of other Indias and torm an 
interesting study. They are large, roomy 
dwellings. built of sun-baked mud, mixed 
with straw, and arched over dome-shaped 
roofs ofcane, They were placed in regular 
order around an open square. -Twoof them 
were larger and more pretentious than the 
others. One was tne residence of the chief 
the other the temple of the sun. Aroun 
the latéer was buiit a strong wall of mud, 
pianted with stakes, upon which were stuck 
tne heads of enemies sacrificed to the sun, 
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upon a sort of rude log altar, a survival o: 
ancient sun worship. Sometimes these 
temples were erected upon mounds, as wa 
we believe, the practice among the mound 
builders themselves, of whom the Na 
Indians are credited by many to be a rem- 
nant, | 
There are also, although more rarely, re- 
corded instances of dolmans or upright 
yranite stones arranged in orderly array, as 
is frequently observed in Europe, having 
been discovered in this country. They are 
more numerous than has been generally un- 
derstood, and form a curious and notable 
collection from their evident antiquity, prob- 
ably taking precedence of all our prehistoric 
remains, and from tneir mysterious meaning 
forming a subject of much speculation and 
surmise. Being religious in their object it is 
é6f course more difficult to understand their 
urpose, and fewer of such monuments have 
n spared by man’s ruthless hand. They 


‘are worthy of preservation as the mute évi-

dence of races that have lived their day and 
gone into oblivion, monumepts of a desire to 
leave something recorded behind. 

Any attempt to fittungly reproduce the co- 
lossal erecuuons of Central America would be 
agigantic and almost hopeless task, taxing 
the resources cf an Emperor. They come, 
however, within the scope of such an exhibit 
as ] suggest, and it would lack a most nec- 
essary portion if they were entirely omitted. 
Such an exhibit might properly be aided by 
the Central American Governments, if not 
entirely taken in hand by them, and mate- 
rials for such an appropriate display might 
be furnished by them out of their almost 
limitiess wealth of prehistoric remains, 

PREHISTORIC ARCHITECTURE, 

There are some edifices, simple in con- 
struction, yet representative and char 
acteristic, which might be easily re- 
produced, such as the truncated temple 
pyramids, the conical towers with winding 
spiral ascents from bottom to top, earth built 
and paved with stone. These could’ be ouilt, 
and within them could be arranged the vault- 
like chambers, arches. and passages which 
are found in the originals in 80 many in- 
stances. They are wonderfully beautiful 
specimens of prehistoric architecture, and 
the skill shown 1n their construction, as in 
other Central American buiidings of this an- 
cient age, cannot now be surpassed. The 
most complicated and artistic decorations 
which have been found in these structures 
have been the admiration of all who have in- 
spected them, and an opvortunity such as 
this offers to lay them before an appre- 
ciative public should not be neglected. 
There are also an enormous number 
of relics in the shape of images, bronze, 
gold and copper ornaments of beautiful de- 
signs now in this country which ought to be 
placed upon exhibition at this time where 
millions could view them. In this interest- 
ing display there should also be included a 
comprehensive exhibit of the weapons, both 
of stone ano copper, of the prehistoric 
Americans; the shell and basket work, . pot-

tery, and hunting, fishing, and industrial 
implements, fine collections of which are in 
the Smithsonian Institution at Washington. 
Models of the ancient mining works of Lake 
Superior, the source of the copper which 
supplied prehistoric America, if not all the 
world, could be exhibited, a display which 
would represent an industry which in an- 
cient times covered in its operation a district 
greater in extent than is now inciuded in the 
modern mining region. Stone implements 
and other evidences exist to support this as- 
sertion, and ancient mines exist in localities 
not as yet worked by the moderns, 

In this busy and workaday age, when all 
resurces are taxed to the uttermost in an 
endeavor to amass wealth. antiquarian re- 
searches are neglected by ail but the enthu- 
siastic few. ‘There vet remains in the minds 
of almost all men a real interest in such pur- 
suits which require time and leisure, how- 
ever, and are. rarely followed; so that it is 
only upon such occasions as this. our Worild’s 
Exposition, that a fittine attention can be 
given them by allciasses. Therefore it be- 
hooves us to make this display a memorabie 
feature of ine great Fair, to show to other 
nations who are far ahead of vs in such stud- 
ies that we possess an interest in the subject 
as great as are our rich resources and unlim- 
ited material. I earnestly bespeak for this 
suggestion the sincere attention and good 
wili of all our. people, of every profession 
and trade,in order that it may bear [fruit 
and redound to the honorof our majestic 
continent, whose future looms up as grandly 
before us as its past has been magnificent,

The two jectures on the career of Na 
poleon, delivered in this city by Mr. J. L. 
Stoadard, have revived interest in the “ Man 
of Destiny.’ The following articie from the 
pen of a Chicago journalist who visited tne 
scene of Josephine’s honeymoon not long ago 
is, therefore, timely: 

Of the many picturesque places around 
Paris, he says, Maimaison is perhaps the 
most romantic spot. Versailies, St. Cloud, 
and St. Germain, with its famous terrace, im- 
press the visitor by the grandeur of their 
surroundings, the magnificence of their 
buildings, and the elegance of their interior 
appointments, but Malmaison—or what there 
is ieft of it—attracts by the historic remin- 
iscences clustering around the quiet, home- 
like grounds. It was the place where the un- 
fortunate Empress Josephine spent her 
honeymoon, and where she faded away after 
Bonaparte cast her off for political reasons. 
It seems so natural that in this quiet oasis of 
solitude in the environs of the gayest Capital 
in the world grand and mighty people should 
prepare a home where they could rest, ra 
joice, and weep. The old famous castle, the 
‘‘chAteau”’ remodeled by Napoleon JIL 
in 186% exists ne longer. What the 
1789, 1880, 1848, and 
the invasions of foreign armies in 1815 
and 1870 spared in pious re- 
membrance of the sufferings and sorrows 
witnessed by the quaintrooms in the anti- 
quated building the Communists of 1871 did 
devastate in ruthless‘ fury. French cannon 
destroyed the walis and French bullets 
whistled through the quiet walks of the park 
which, among tne many estates of the old 
Fiench crown, is one of the best and most 
interesting. ‘The ruins have never been 
touched since those days, nor has the land- 
scape gardening of the extensive park been 
restored, vet the memories of men and wom- 
en who were,once the pride of every French- 
man still cling to the waste of desolaton. 

Maimaison has a history the traces of 
which disappear in the uncertain regions of 
tradition. Historians generally take it to 
have been originally one of the many places 
where the piratical Normans hid their plun- 
der. The fact that a number of villages and 
hamlets in this part of the environments of 
Paris bear the prefix ‘‘mal’’ seems to indi- 
cate that the whole regioa was at one time in 
bad repute. Mala mansio, the evil hovse! 
About its history Delort, St. Fargeau, and 
Lebvoeuf ‘have filied volumes, but one of the 
many legends circulating among the simple- 
minded ruralists of the neizhborhood will, 
perhaps, prove of more interest to the reader 
than ali the history. 

A LEGEND OF MALMAISON, 

It was udark night in November of 1631, 
when two men met ina small tavern on the 
Seine River in the outskirts of Malmaison. 
One of them was a good-looking, vivacious 
cavalier, scarcely above 30; the other was a 
guiet man of ripe ave witha sinister expres- 
sion upon his furrowed face which, with its 
dark skin and bushy brows, harmonized well 
with his black attire barren of any orna- 
ments. The wine soon made the young 
cavalier communicative, and he succeeded 
in interesting even his silent companion. 
The latter learned quickly enough that his 

outhful friend was a nobleman from La 

ochelie who was obeying a summons of the 
court. of affairs of honorin Paris to answer 
to the charge of being the author of a bitter 
pamphlet against Cardinal Richelieu. The 
youth and good looks of the nobléman made 
a visible impression upon the sinister old 
man, whe presently left the room, beckoning 
to the young guest to foliow. Both stopped 
at the topof a little hill from which the dark 
masses Of Cnateau Maimaison could be seen 
dimly outlined against tne sky. 

“Do you see the castle?’ asked the old 
man. 

“Certainly,” replied the cavalier. “{t is 
the house in which the * bad man’ lives.”’ 

This title, or the more suggestive ‘evil 
one,” was popularly applied to Cardinal 
Richelieu, who was also called the “ Bioody,”’ 
or. ‘*Red Eminence.” The house was the 
Malmaison of today. 

“Very weill,’”’ continued the mysterious 
questioner. “Do you know who I am?” 

“Why, no,” 

‘‘T am the hangman from Chartres.” 

The cavatier hesitated. 

‘*] will show you that I can be humane,” 
said the: executioner. ‘‘Lambardemont has 
summoned me thither to conduct an execu- 
tion. Ifear that you aré tobe the victim. 
But I will save you. Do you notice the par- 
ticular round window over the portals of the 
castie?’’

“Well! If lam not called here for you 
there will bea light in that window within 
an hour: if you are the delinquent the wins 
dow wili rémain dark for an hour. Good- 
night!” 

The young cavalier waited anxiously for 
overan hour, but the window remained dark. 
Then he swung himself in the saddie of his 
good horse and hurried away into the night. 
Since that time itis said the little tavern is 
known as “Bon Secours,’”’ and the castie as 
“Maimaison.” The latter changed hands 
frequentiy. In the beginning of the 
eighteenth century it was in possession of 
Mme. de Harenc, who gathered select com- 
pany @round her—the “‘esprits” of the glor- 
10us Paris of those days. Delilie wrote his 
idyllic poetry in the shadowy bowers of the 
agp: and Marmontel worked here upon 

is celebrated memoirs. But the storm- 
clouds of the great revolution were soon on 
tne political horizon, and many of the gay 
companions of Mme. de Harenc had disap- 
peared. However, Maimaison., seemed to be 
a sortof isle of refuge in the sea of blood. 
The Duke of Penthiébrés, the beautiful and 
subsequently so unfortunate Lamballe, Flor- 
ian, the historian of Switzeriand, and the 
Coulteur family—the latter as owners—were 
the inhabitants of Malmaison. Mme. du 
Molay, one of the most amiable women of 
her time, belonged to one of the branches of 
the great Coulteur family. Crillon, Delille, 
and the Spaniard Olivarez were in these 


days the leading spirits in the court of: 


sciences and belles lettres at Malmaison. 

But the delightful retreat soun became 
dangerous to its occupants. The ruralists of 
the vicinity assume athreatening attitude; 
they insult the aweilers at the castle. Cioser 
and closer do the storm-tossed waves of the 
revolution surround the peaceful oasis in the 
desert of terror ana all of those named end 
their lives on the guillotine. Then, in the 
midst of devastation, blood, and horror, ap- 
pears the little Corsican giant, who dlone, al- 
most unaided, breasts the floods of passion 
und abandon and conguers the demon in 
the French peopie, hen he conquers 
Europe. Bonaparte soon found in Maimaison 
a place of rest and recreation. In March, 
1796, he married Josephine Tascher de ia 
Pagerie, the, boautiful widow of Beauhar- 
nais. After the marriage, when anarchy had 
beeh crushed under the iron heel of the Cor- 
sican soldier, Josephine renovated and im- 
proved Maimaigon, making it the delightful 
place -of rest it has nh ever since, un- 
til the dynamite of the Parisian 
communists destroyed its walls but not its 
beauties. Napoleon returned from his yie- 
torious invasion of Egypt and Josephine sur- 
prised him with the creations of her fancy 
and retined taste at Maimaison. Here he 
was to find rest and quiet from the turmoil 
of asoldier’s campaign. And the great Gen- 
eral could not withstand the influences of nat- 
ure’s wonderful calm, improved and refined 
by art. He confessed later on, during the 
dreary days of St. Helena, that at Maimazison 
he had been truly and unequivocally happy. 


THE CENTER OF SOCIAL EUROPE. * . 

The castle now became the center from 
which French society, and with it that of 
Europe, drew inspiration. Josephine knew 
how to attract the most genial men, the most 
gracious women. While the taiented paint- 
ers and sculptors Lenoirand Berthold, Ton- 
taine aad Percier, worked at the ornamenta- 
tion of the castle, Bernardin de St. Pierre, 
Armault, Ducis, Taima, Duval, Bouilly, and 
Many others enlivened the evenings th the 
salons where Josephine and Napcieon were 
the most gracious hosts. . Beside all these 
there were the young Generals who accom- 
panied Napoleon upon his career of marvel- 
ous Military success. Fanny Beauharnais, 
D’ Houdetot, Caffarelii, Damas, and Andre-- 
08s! were the beauties of the famous circle, 

rpetuated with pen and brush by Gérard, 

esueur, Cherubini, Lebrun, Hoffmann, and 
Despréaux. Malmaison was in the zenith of 
its glopy. , | 

The bloody day of Marengo was succeeded 
by a period of undisturbed rest and quiet and 
Bonaparte loved to exchange the turmoil! and 
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— bis eyes fondly resting upon is 
the darling of his soul, the woman of bit 
first and only love. us Isabey’s —— 
ture represents him. What a contrast 

he military giant, accustomed to the review 
of thousands upon thousands in arms, who, 
upon his bidding, are swallowed u by the 
smoke and terror of battle, attrac by the 
still life of a plain country. seat! And what 
glorious evenings when Josephine banished 
stern thoughts and sinister calculations from 
the occupied mind of the “first citizen of 
France”; when her wonderful strains upon 
the harp made him smile at his own domestic 
bliss; when her womanly compassion suc- 
ceeded in wresting from the stern man the 
pardon for unfortunates. 

END OF THE DAYS OF BLISS. 

But the hours of unalloyed bliss were soon 
aumbered. At the rising brilliant sun of tne 
Empire they melted tike wax. It was at 
Malmaison where Josephine rested after the 
coronation, after Bonaparte had placed the 
diadem upon her lovely brow with his own 
hands. This coronation, the beginning of 
Napoleon’s greatést exaltation, was the end 
of his earthly bliss, Napoleon the First 
needed the daughter of a monarch fora 
spouse; the “ widow Beauharnais” had to 
retire, but with ner the star of the powerful 
man vegan to fade. Napoleon himseif feit 
this, even while the “Te Deum’’: for the 
treaty of Vienna was sounded in every 
church of France. Twelve days after this 
historical event Napoleon himself communi- 
cated his decree of divorce to the Empress. 
Twice during the reading his voice became 
choked with emotion. Josephine remained 
quiet and calm. The day after the separa- 
tion Napoleon went to Trianon. Josephine, 
in the solitude of her chamber, arranged for 


_her departure, shedding silent tears as she 


collected what tokeus of her former state 
she desired to take with her into exile. An 
oid slip of paper, yellow with age, fell into 
her hands. It contained the words of a 
prophecy by an antiquated gypsy woman to 
the girl: “ You wili rise higher than a queen 
—but you will end ina hospital!’ The first 
pert of the ominous message had come true. 
hat of the iatter? 

The Elysée, Navarra, Aix, finally the ro- 
mantic borders of beautiful Laze Geneva 
became homes of the deserted Josephine. 
Her place on the throne was taken by Marie 
Louise of Austria, but the 
press was untiring in tne almost feverish 
attentions of the fate of the man whom she 
had loved so well and still loved. Marie 
Louise had obeyed the paternal command 
which called her to the throne ot France, 
She knew fuil well that the memory of 
Josephine could never be effaced from the 
heart of Napoieon; she feared the divorced 
wife, and never set foot upon the threshold 
of Malmaison. The unparaileled career of 
Napoleon began its downward turn, and in 
1811 Josephine returned to Maimaison. Na- 
poleon informed her first of ali the important 
events that shaped his fate. To her he sent 
the news of the birth of the “King of 
Rome”; to her he gave many proofs of his 
undying love. But the titan is hurled from 
his giddy height; the rock which he 
tried to hurl against the Heavens crushes 
him. The arms of the once oppressed na- 
tions g.itter at the borders of France; the 
inspired crowds of Prussiau soldiers, once 
beaten, now rush for the heart of the Empire. 


‘Josephine listens tremblingly in her circle of 


friends and children to the renewed turmoil 
of war, while the thunder of Prussian cannon 
and the rattling of drums die away within 
the walls of Paris. Marie Louise leaves the 
soidier-Emperor whom she was compelled to 
marry, but Josephine, the true wife, hastens 
to see once more the man who bas her entire 
affection. But he had left Fontainebleau, and 
her earnest entreaty to accompany him to 
his exile at Elba was denied by the allied 
monarchs, The day of embarkation Josephine 
was alone in Malmaison; as Napoleon board- 
ed the vessel that carried him away from the 
shores of France he exciaimed, under an ir- 
resistible impulse: - 

** Josephine was right! My misfortune be- 
gan when I deserted her!”’ 

Josephine reccived the warmest sympathy 
and the most delicate attentions from the 


allied monarchs, but her heart was broken, . 


and Malmaison, which had seen her happiest 
days, witnessed her calm and peaceful end. 
She died with Napoleon’s name upon her lips. 
Only a year later and like a storm the de- 
throned Emperor once more cowed Europe. 
He went alone to Malmaison and locked him- 
eelfinto the room where Josephine died. 
But he was destined to meet his Waterloo. 
Once more before his final banishment he 
sees his beloved Malmaison. He remained 
there tive days, alone. Tothe right gf the 
portal isa small stone with the inscription: 
“Dernier pas de Napoiéon, partant pour 
Rochefort le 29 juin, 1815. A quatre heures 
aprés-midi.”’ (Last step of Napoleon at his 
departure for Rochefort, June 29, 1815, 4 p.m.) 
It marks the spot where the fallen titan took 
leave of Malmaison’s cherished soil. 

The castie was purchased 1826 by a Swede 
named Hagerman; 1846 Marie Christine of 
Spain, became the owner; 187l another Na- 

oleon, the one who died m exile at Chisie- 

urst, England, bought the ground haliowed 
by the memories of his great uncle; 1861 tne 
Communists destroyed it. he pile of ruins, 
with many of the rooms still intact, are to- 
day the object of countless visitors.

At least it seems so to 
me. lI have watched from a steamer’s deck 
the shores rising in biuffs or receding with 
obliterated lines into overflowed woods; and 
it would scarcely have surprised me to see at 
any time, coming around a bend or shooting 
from bebind an island, a fine of canoes filled 
with Frenchmen! Doubtless those spirits of 
two centuries ago would meet the steamer 
without surprise. The priest of the party 
might u®ter a prayer to defend them against 
@ magic-moved ship; but they were used to 
marvels in this western land. 

The Illinois River, from the head waters of 
its remotest branches, through the beautifu! 
expansion of Peoria Lake, and through all ite 


. windings, is strewn with the relicsof French 


civilization. Not only do they underlie the 
soil, but hazes of ali sorts of traditions sift 
through the air; a local condition pe- 
culiarly French. There are great

be called seignories if the French race stll 
reld sway. Monsieur and madame—good 
Americans, yet natural feudal ruiers—have 
the homes of their dependents dotted around 
them. The mail is broaght twice a week by 
a carrier; yet these river-bottom seigniors 
have arrangements by which they keep their 
fingers on the pulse of trafficin any part of 
the world. They buy wholesale and sell by 
steamer-loads, - They have their landing. 
fhey have miles of dykes by which tte Iili- 
nois is restrained when it rises in its power 
and attempts to spread from its chain of 
biuffs on the west to its chain of bluffs on the 
east. 

it 18 easy to believe loca) history concern- 
ing one of the earliest settlers. He was a 
noble, who brought his luxuries and some 
wealth with bim. Would a Frenchman go to 
the woods and cease to live according W his 
ideas of what constituted life? Not he. 
Hunting and dancing and genera! joytulness 
must spice his ventures. This particular 
Frenchman did not consider it beneath him 
to trade with New Orieans. His products 
went down river on a raft. At the endof the 
voyage the raft or boat was always broken 
up, and the travelers returned on foot. It 
was a business which carried out more than 
it brought back; and, like almost every man 
of his race, be thus gradually wasted bimself 
on the wilderness and died in poverty. 

There is a stone house standing undera 
west bluff of the river, ite a landmark left 
by this kind of early inhabitant. Four sto- 
ries high, with enormous rooms, walls as 
thick as a castie’s, and great windows refiect- 
ing the sun, it has an imposing appearance, 
You enter the flagged basement—such e base- 
ment as a pretentious seigniory house might 
have bad. Through it a living spring bores 
achannel. You may stand on a stone ledge 
of the upper floor, with the Lilinois Valley 
spreading before you like that milk-and- 
honey landscape beyond Jordan. The river 
is more than a mile away, lapping the base 
of the Cathoun bluffs; corn lands, wheat 
lands, meadow, woodlands—no season ever 
quite destroys their beauty. To sit-in 
this old stone house ana hear its tradi- 
tions and the traditions-of that line 
of cliffs against which its high shoulders 
are set, is to experience the morbidly deli- 
cious thrill of a good ghost story—one that is 
not explained. Such places are not built for 
a few generations. They become family 
monuments. And if a family fades away and 
new stock become purchasers the new stock 
must take all that invisible accumulation of 
past life which goes with the house. Within 
these walls sudden and deadly quarrels have 
sprung upin the midst of merriment. At the 
top of the house is a buil-room, now sliced 
into chambers, but oncé an echoing hall with 
deep windows. Atone end is a hearth on 
which at midnight—says tradition—you may 
see blood-stains spring out. A man fell and 
died there, stabbed through the shoulders. A 
roomful of people stood aghast, and one girl 
who had been quarreled over uttered cries 
when she saw the red splash upon the heartb. 
Men lived among savages then and had their 
own savage instincts quickened. 

Oa each side of the house the cliff wails 
stretch away for milés, rugged, in some 
cases perperdicular surfaces, hung with 
vines and stunted trees. Cavern openings 
show at intervais. One cave looks inaccessi- 
ble. Yet there a man hid the body of a poor 
schoolmaster whom he had killed for two 
pitiful hundred dollars, and thence he 
brought it forth when he could no longer en- 
dure his guilt in secret. 

Another cave may be reached by winding 
and climbing among recks. You hold to 
stones and branches, and when you find the 
opening descend its og throat. It lets 
you intoa high chamber, from which you 
must creep to another through a barrel-sized 
portal upon your knees. ‘But pause before 
you venture on! There is Something away 
back in that cavern! Some say it extends 
miles under the uplands, some say it has 
only five chambers. But all agree that Some- 
thing is in there, guarding a treasure. Many 
a bold youth, paired or in groups, or each 
venturing by himself, has tried to find that 
secret deposit. But ail were driven back in 
panic to daylight. Onp man said he stooped 
down to crawi into the last chamber, and 
put his face almost against a multitude of 
snakes, coiled and writhing and striking. An- 
other man said he heard the voice orderimg 
him to go back, upon which he went back 
with great velocity; indeed, more than one 
adventurer claimed to have heard that voice. 
Tie story of this cave begins in the last 
century. Three Frenchmea, driven from 
their lands and pursued by enemies, came 
down the Illinois River, which possibly then 
flowed nearer the eastern bluff than it does at 
present. (Even Shabbona in his time de- 
ciared he had seen the river full from 
ridge toridge). The three Frenchmen took 
refuge in this cave and lived there in security 
awhile. When they concluded to leave it 
they deposited all their money safely fastened 
up in a box in the innermost chamber, agree- 
ing never to touch it again until they might 
reassemble and divide it. They then scat- 
tered across the country—one perhaps trav- 
eling south to, the settlement at Kaskaskia, 
another making for Post St. Vincent of this 
Northwestern Territory, and the third to- 
ward that iast destination of all—for he was 
killed, His comrades never saw bim again. 

In time the two remainimg Frenchmen met 
and agreed to remove the money, consider- 
ing that they had falien heir to the third por- 
tion. So they went to the cave and were 
about to creepinto the last chamber when 
they saw—yes, they saw—something giaring 
at them like two bright eyeballs ana heard a 


“Go back! Go back!” 

Under the circumstances they retired anda 
consulted, and tried it again. One encour- 
aged the other. Ifthe departed objected to 
their taking his share they felt serious ob- 
jections to his appropriating the whole. So 
they crept forward again with determination 
and one cOUrageoUus man pushed the other 
before him into the rocky strait. 

The bodyless eyebails leaped forward in 
flame, and the voice again uttered its warn- 
ing——**Go back! go back!’’—with a power of 
persuasion that drove the foremost man like 
a ramrod against his follower. They went 
back, and returned no more, leaving their 
hoardings to the selfish voice. 

No one hasever yet explored the entire 
cave. To this day that voice has the place to 
itself, presumably sitting like the dog in the 
manger upon a treasure it has not the body 
to use nor the heart to give away. 

After bearing half a dozen such tales is it 
a wonder that | wake at night in the old 
stone house? The last steamer of the season 
has just uttered its cry on the river; a taurus 
bellow, rising in the scale and still floating 
upward to ciear music. The boat waked me, 
but I had the hearth on my mind before I 
went to sleep. Moonlight floods the large 
windows. Ali those pretty belongings which 
@ woman will gather around ber whether her 
dweiling be a stone castie or a rough-cast 
hut suggest themselves heré and there in 
the room. hisroom is a segment of the 
huge bail-room of past times. There is the 
hearth on which the tragedy happened. It 
is so easy for one’s mind to flash over the 
whole scene; to remove partitions and fill 
the largé space with a ghostly crowd; to see 
one man stooping at the hearth for a brand, 
and the knife of the other descending. One 
almost feels the blow. 

A clock down-stairs begins to strike. I sit 
up and count the strokes, hoping it will pause 
at2or3. But that clock goes on, making no 
pause even atll. It is 12 o’clock! At this 
one instant of the twenty-four hours those 
teliers of tales had said the hearth-flags 
would show a é6tain. Stones as s:acoth as 
tile pave that fireplace front, and the moon 
has reacbed and burnished them. 
and examine every seam and surface. How 
absurd are most of the superstitions which 
pass from mouth to mouth in old neighbor- 
boods! Of course I Know that blood-mark 
will not appear on the right side of that 
hearth at 12 o’clock midnight! I only shiver 
because the fire has died and even these 
thick: walls cannot keep out the chilj of an 
autumn night. But what is that brown mark, 
hike haif-oviiterated Indian paint, blushing 
through the stone surface—across a seam— 
and upon the next flag? Did Isee it? For it 
isgone! Mary Hartrwei. Catruerwoop.

In truth, money-getting is the business of 
those who want money, be they men g- 


only equaled by the oracular saying of Coie 
ridge that “the perfection of woman is ner 
characterlessness,” whereupon Ruskin @, 
ergetically exclaims that in pointof fact aj 
history disproves the most audacious asser. 
tion that the virtue of a women is commen 
surate with her want of character. At al 
events, as Mrs. Poyser shrewdly remarked, 
“God Almighty made the women to match 
the mena.”’ ) 

Chicago, be it known to her credit, has 
done more to assist women in industrial pur. 
Suits than has any other city in the Union, 

Atleast 60 per cent of the multitude of 
typewriters in Chicago are women, as are % 
per cent of the typesetters, 50 per cent of the 
telegraph operators, and perhaps 70 per cent 
of employés in dry-goods stores. The pro 
fessions are ail open to women. 

There is a woman’s medical college, with 
anumber of female professors, and trom 
which some twenty-three students graduate 
each year as full-fledged physicians. The 
Habnemann Medical College nas a still larger 
average; at present there are fifty ladies 
studying there, Hahnemann presenting the 
rare instance of a medical university admit. 
ting students of both sexes on a footing of 
equality. At the same time it apologeticaily 
admits that it only does soin order te provide 
a thorough gynecological clinic. 

With ail these colleges, schools, shorthand 
academies, and what not, the result is a9 
overcrowding that no city could avotd. And 
still the laborers hasten to the harvest field 
that is already too parched to permit a lively 
wieiding of scythe and flail. 

WOMEN’S BEST FIELD LN CHICAGO. 

The professions offer the most promi 
field. tussee. Of the 109 women pb 
cians practicing in Chicago, little overa 
en are knownto the public as earhing » 
handsome income. 

Dentistry is a domain into which few wom. 
en enter, but Chicago has a round bab domsa 
of women dentists, while New York has bus 
half that number. 

Chicago has also two women lawyers to - 
New York’sone. Of these one lias an excel. 
lent and reputable practice in legitimate legal 
work and the other pleadsin the criminal 
courts. A third legal and feminine laminary 
is also about to establish herself in the Gar- 
den iy 5 

The Methodist and Universalist denomina- 
tions of Chicago each boast one clergy woman, 
though the position of city missionary is fre 
ey filled by women in other churches, 

wo clergywomen, six dentists (one practic 
ing with her husband), three lawyers, and a 
mere handful of newspaper women do not 
seem to indicate that the avenues of female 
opportunity are choked, out I am assured 
that the supply is amply equal to the demaad. 
So in the other branches. The telegraph 
operators are expected to be well satisfied 
with $50 and $60 a month for nine hours’ 
work each day, while her male colleague 
draws $15 or $20 more for precisely the same 
amount of work. A typewriter who is will 
ing to work for $7 a week will find some. 
body anxious to secure the position at 
$6. Outof the 1,795 (exclusive of annex) 
public school teachersin Chicago, it is esti- 
mated that 1,700 are women. Of theses 
large proportion are well paid, buz the first. 
year teacher only receives $400 if she bein 
the primary grade,or $450in the grammer 
grade. Each succeeding year brings an ia- 
crease of $75. but what woman, seif-devend- 
ent, can livein the city with any degreeof 
comfort ana ciothe herself in a manner 
fitting her position on $400 or $500 a year! 

WOMEN’S EXPENSES EQUAL TO MEN'S. 

It is all nonsense about costing a women 
less to live than it doesa man. Does any- 
body ever charge a woman less rent thans 
man, and are there not a thousand more 
stringent conditions attached to her asa 
tenant! Are a woman’s coals, 
and provisions sola ata cheaper rate than @ 


tess? Do women’s hats and wraps cost 
than a man’s do? Are her restaurant prices 
lower? 

These are a few things to be considered be 
fore it 1s decided that women can live 
pendently on half what it costs a man. 

Looking over whatI have written I fear 
there is a good deal of discouragement in & 
I would not have it so. That Chicago & 
kinder, more liberal and heipfuil to he 
women than pernmaps any other American 
city I heartily believe. There is pientyof 
room at the top, no doubt, but, unfortunately, 
we cannot ali attain to that altitude. Per 
haps we should find the rarified aire 
ingly untomfortable if we were there.

Genuine merit, absolute industry, self-de 
nial, and perseverance will always 
victorious place in Chicago. But disappolat 
ments, failures, and grievous side issues are 
apt to come before victory.

MUSIC AND THE MUSICIANS. 
Siiggttteniie 
Engagement of the Boston Ideals—Italian 
Opera at the Auditorium—Notes. 

The Boston Ideals closed a two weeks’ sea- 
son of opera in English at the Columbia 
Theater with a performance of “ Lucia”’ last 
evening. Sixteen performances in all have 
been given, divided as follows: ‘“Mar- 
tha,” 1; “Trovatore,” 8;' Lucia,” 5; 
‘“*Paust,” 3; “ Rigoletto,’ 2; “Der 
Freischiitz,” 2. The company is 
much stronger this year than ever before in 
the history of the organization and the merit 
of the performances has been correspond- 
ingly enhanced. “Norma’’ was announced 
for production during the last week of the 
engagement, but owing to the indispesi- 
tion of Miss Romeldi, who was to have 
sung the title réle, it had to be 
omitted and ‘Rigoletto’ was substituted. 
All the operas have been carefully staged 
and presented with a strong, well-drilled 
chorus and orchestra, and with principals 
whose abilities were almost without exce 
ticn worthy of the r4les assigned them. In 
several instances the impersonations, were 
of exceptional excellence. Amon 
Mme. L’Alieman@’s * Lucia’’ casily takes 
the fir rank for ws superb’ vocal- 
ization and unusual dramatic power. 
Her impersonation of Gilda was of almost 
equal excelience. Miss Von Doenhoff was 
especially good in the rdéles of pa gg 
Maddelene, and Aennchen, in ea oO 
which she proved hersel’ a capable vocalist 
and an actress of ability and resources, 
as certain original features of ber work 
conclusively demonstrate. Mr. Bassett’s 
Edgardo, Mr. Scovel’s Manrico, Mr. 
Mertens’ Rigoletto, and Mr. Clark’s 
Casper and Mephistopheles were also 
worthy of warm commendation. 
The “performances have, as a rule, been 
spirited and impressive, giving evidence in 
their sm@othness aud certainty of adequate 
study and preparation. Altogether the sea- 
son has been one of special interest, and the 
atténdancé has indicated that a strong com- 
pany, giving opera in the vernacular, with 
suitable staging, etc., can count upon liberal 
patronage. 

“At the Grand Opera-House the Francis 

Wilson company, which has been playing 
“Tne Oolah’’ forthe last three weeks to 
crowded houses, closed its engagement last 
evening. From Chicago the company goes to 
Cieveland, and after visiting Buffaio. Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Washington, 
returns to this city for another engagement 
next February. 
' The Casino company in Offenbach’s ‘The 
Brigands”’ will continue oue week longer at 
McVicker’s Theater, closing an engagement 
of four weeks’ duration next Saturday night. 
The engagement has been highly successful, 
a fact due both to the strength of the cast, 
which includes Lillian Russell, Fanny Rice, 
Isabeila Urquhart, Anna O’Keefe, Messrs. 
Solomon, Oimi, Hallam, Lube, Carroll, 
Leoni, and others, several of whom have 
been long and favorably known to the Chi- 
cago public, the general excellence of the 
presentation, and the magnificent settings of 
the different acts. The Farge advance sale 
for the remainihg performances is asufficient 
indication of the favor with which the or- 
ganization is regarded by that portion of the 
public which enjoys comic opera. 


An Invisible Orchestra. 

The experiment of sinking the orchestra 
floor at the Metropolitan Opera-House, New 
York, some distance below the level-of the 
parquet, after the modé! of that at the Bay- 
reuth Opera-House, will be watched 
with interest. several 
reasons why this to add 
to the impréssiveness the per- 
formuances, chief among which is the fact 
that the attention will not be distracted by 
the sight of the musicians laboring at the ac- 
companiments. The lights at tuneir desks 
will, of course, be out of sight, and nothing 
will interfere with the view of the stage. 
Should the experiment prove as satisfac- 
tory as it has at Bayreuth it is quite 
certain that the plan will be adopted else- 
where in this country. Certain! ove feature 
of the performance which is always calcu- 
luted to destroy the illusion to u greater or 
less extent will have . been removed. The 
orchestral players, who will see nothing of 
the audienee or of the stage under the new 
management, are said to be naturally some- 
what averse to the change. P

The sum of 11,000 marks has so far been 
subscribed by the citizens of Leipsic fer the 
Richard Wagner monument they want to erect 
to their most iliustrious townsman. The bust of 
Wagner is being modeled by the well-known 
sculptor Schaper, and it is said he is near finish- 
ing bis task, The monument is to be placed in 
front of the ‘‘oid theatre’’ witich was the scene 
of the master’s first triumphs, and on the spot 
on which it will be erected stood formerly the 
“Frankfurt gate.” of which Wagner's grand- 
father was custodian and where Wagner's father 
was born. It is also quite near to the place en- 
titled ‘*Am Briihi,”’ where Wagner was born.— 
New York Musical Vourier.

The Kiang eon HNorseback. 
A‘splendid monument to Victor Emmanuel is in 
course of erection at the foot of the old Capitol 
at Rome. The portico of the monument is com- 
pleted, its columns being in the ancient Greek 
styie, and the stairway and pedestal are now 


nearly ready to receive the equestrian statue of 
the mramnetie which ig to be shortly cast from the 


wodel of the Italian stulptor. 
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The arrangements are being completed in 
New York for the great Barye exhibition. which 
Will open about the middie of the month at the 
galleries of the American Art Association. The 
collection of Barye bronzes will comprise almost 

of his smalier works; and many of his water- 
colors will be shown. Of the hundred master- 
pieces by his great contemporaries, Mr. Walters 
of Baltfmnore will contribute twenty-three, includ- 
ing several of the most famous pictures in 
America: Corot’s wonderfully religious and po- 
etic “St. Sebastian” and his mysterious “ Even-~ 
ing Star,” Millet’s “Sneepfold,” which may: 
then be compared with “The Angelus,”’ De- 
camp’s ‘*Suicide,” Rousseau’s * Le Givre,” sev- 
eral of the best works of Daubigny, Dupré, and 
Diaz, and two or three canvases from Delacroix, 
including the “ Christ on the Cross.” 

Evgéne Delacroix, both as to his personality 
and his work, is less understood in this country 
than any of his great contemporaries. Yet to 
one who has lovingly studied tne lives and labors 
of the men of 1830, his are perhaps the most fas- 
cinating ofall, Itis not a simple character to 
unlock—that of this stern, reserved, unworldly 
solitary who lived aloof from human joys and 
sorrows and admitted to his heart no rival of the 
divine mistress whose relentless witchcraft alone 
could magnetize his iron will. To art Delacroix 
gave his life, his soul, his passion, his affection, 
his friendship, his complete and unfaltering ai- 
legiance. He seems to have cared for notb- 
ing else on earth, content to enact 
in the secret chambers of imagination 
the dramas which move the destinies 
of men, instead of sharing them before the 
world. But, averitable Cwsar in his kingdom, 
the ethereal mistress whom he served must be 
above suspicion. He rebelled against the classic 
goddess. who, tricked out in Parisian garlands, 
had reigned so long over ardent votaries and 
timid flatterers. His Art was acreature of fire 
and air, whose chanot was the wind, whose 
crown was the stars, whose robes were the biue 
and gold of heavenly light. To portray the vis- 
ions of power and terror with which she filled bis 
soul he had need of colors as luminous as the 
rainbow, as deeply somber as the storm-swept 
gateways of the night, as passionate as the pur- 
ple of the roaring ocean or the white wrath of 
Achilles, and by that inscrutable alchemy whose 
name is genius he caught these mysteries 
from the infinite and wrought them to 
his will. No other in that phalanx of im- 
mortals of which he was the standard-bearer un- 
derstood so well as he the power and meaning of 
color. No other expressed through color dramas 
so tremendous, passion so overwhelming. No 
other dared attempt to interpret human action 
at the climax of its strength, to seize it at the 
moment of fiercest agony or of loftiest hope. 

Some of his pictures remind one of the visions 
whish haunted the old Hebrew prophets and 
live for us now in their burning wonmls. They 
have the sume power of fixing for all time the 
fleeting glory or passion of the hour. Once seen 
they can never be forgotten; they are stamped 
upon the memory as vividly as dreams. The man 
who leads a quiet, uneventful life feels in 
studying these color-dramas a sudden 
overwhelming conviction of the flery 
power of passion and the sweep of 
its influence over the destinies of men. The 
man whose life has known that influence finds it 
royally expressed in all its intensity and giory. 
Delacroix’s art is imbued with fatalism. Men 
and women in his imagination are the instru- 
ments of destiny, ‘“‘impotent factors of tne 
game” played by immortal, inscrutabie forces 
from whose authority there is no appeal, One 
gains from one of his pictures not the impression 
of a thing which was once and whichisno more, 
but the realization of power which exists for- 
ever, and of which the act depicted bears eternal 
witness to God and man. There is nothing tem- 
porary, nothing limited in the ideas he sets forth 
in color; the infinities of time, and space, and 
energy are compassed by his triumphant imagi- 
nation. Beyond each visible drama which he re- 
veals to us there is the drama invisible, and in 
his eyes all human deeds are but “he outward 
manifestations of unseen powers. 

Even in his “Christ on the Cross” the divinely 
human figure whose head is shadowed by the last 
agony is but one element of the infinite drama, 
The real subject is the spiritual battle between 
the forces of God and those of the earth and air, 

the divine protest against humenity’s stupen- 
dous crime. His “Adam and Eve” i® simply 
passion in color—man like a fame, and woman 
like the changing, shifting sea. Under his brush 
color becomes tne interpreter of humanity's 
joy: and pain, as music is in the hand 
of Beethoven. As the great composer 
knew the fitting chord for every emotion, 
so this consummate paintem knew the fitting 
color-chord, and he plays upon men’s hearts 
through their eyes as ‘(ne musician does through 
their ears. Coloris not yet formulated and un- 
derstood like music. The world has solved 
Beethoven’s miracle with the aid of scales and a 
tuhing-fork. The miracle achieved by the great 
colorists it has not yet reduced torules, Im the 
presence of such pictures as Delacroix has given 
us meno are conscious of divine harmonies but 
know not whence they come. The future may 
soive this mystery and play upon colors for the 
expression of emotions as we play upon sounds, 
Of this art such colorists as Delacroix are the 
inspired prophets,

A collection of paintings from the estab- 
lishment of Reichard & Co. of New York is now 
on exhibition at Thurber’s galleries. The col- 
lection is cosmopolitan, including examples of 
the work of painters of many nations. Perhaps 
the rarest flavor comes from the Russians 
Kowalski and Wywiorski, each of whom is rep- 
resented by onecacvas. Kowalski’s “ Racing jn 
Poland” shows a wide space of somber mead 
ows over which, along a half-made road, three 
horses aré dashing at full speed, dragging a sin- 
gular lumbering vehicie and a more singular 
driver towards some goal far away in the dis- 
tant horizon. The action of the animals is 
strong, suggesting a far heavier typeof brute 
than the slim, swift creatures whom the American 
horseman loves. Unhampered by the title, 
which is hardly feliciteus, the picture carries a 
suggestion of broad, harsh, barren ‘fields and 
deep spaces of heavy, sullen air, of a region in 
which nature is churiish, and through which 
man and beast are desperately, madly fleeing. 
Wywiorski’s “ Tartars Hunting "’ is less poetic, 
but its horsemen and dogs are handied with 
spirit in their headlong course, and cleverly 
thrown against a cool, gray vista of dusty roads 
and fields. “In Normandy’ is a good example 
of Vun Marcke, the cows in the cool, green 
meadows being individual. accurately drawn, 
and full of dignity, and the picture reveal- 
ing the vigor and beauty of ani- 
mal life in its open-air environment. 
These cows seem to be just awakening to some 
excitement; the scent of some far-away storm is 
in their nostrils, and they are rousing -heir ener- 
gies. No better foil to the vigor of this picture 
could be found than the lifeless cattle of James 
M. Hart. An unusually large canvas from Ver- 
boeckhoven gives us a flock of sheep, somewhat 
more wooden than the rafters, entering a Darn. 
This picture belongs to the painter's best period, 
and there is more space in itand more richness 
of tone in the shadows than one expects from 
this favorite of a vogue outworn. Verboeckhoven 
bad honor enough while he lived to compensate 
him for the change which is coming over the 
world’s opinion. Happily his pictures are no 
longer necessary to & well-regtfiated col- 
lection, and it would take stronger excel- 
lences than his to make us forgive his formalism, 
his coldness ana his utter failure to comprehend 
the message of the sun. That patch of day 
beyond the open door of his barn is 4 blotch, a 
lie, utterly devoid of light; and the icy smooth- 
ness of his textures paralyzes the imagination. 
Chialiva’s sheep dweil more in the light of 
Heaven. This painter’s method, as manifested 
both in the sheep and the figure of the shepherd- 
ess, is a trifle stilted, but he has a feeling for air 
and light and for the delicate greens of a spring 
landscape, and there is sentiment in his work. 

‘* a Garden in Seville,” by Sanchez Perrier, is 
a charming picture, a beautiful interpretation of 
rich, soft greens and blue depths of air. The 
picturesque wails of houses at the right gleam in 
the sunlight, and the tall, tangled grusses 
in the foreground show points of bril- 
liant color where tiny flowers flash with 
redor yellow. The artist shows @ wonderfully 
poetic sympathy with bis glad theme, and he in- 
terprets it with perfect knowledge. so that one’s 
fancy dances in the sunlight, follows te idly 
roving clouds, and delights in the pure, clear 
harmonies of color lit by tne little flashing flow- 
ers. The picture is an idyl—fresh, spontaneous, 
and joyous. Arthur Parton's *‘ Apple Orchard” 
is another happy theme happily presented, soft 
greens and pinks proclaiming the spring's fes- 
tival. A rosy “* Sunset” by George Inness and a 
golden one by J. Francis Murphy are character- 
istic bits of the charmiing work of these artists. 
Bruce Crane has a cold moonlight scene, abso- 
lutely devoid of the deep, rich color of night. 
Henry P. Smith’s “September Afternoon” is a 
clever piece of work, and Bolton Jones’ 
“Spring” 1 painted with a finer feeling 
for color harmonies than this artist’s pictures 
usually manitest. Melville Dewey has chosen 
@ rare subject for his * Nightfall,” yet its green 
skies and somber fields convince one of truth 
and of the artist's poetic sensitiveness. Arthur 
Quartiey’s marine is a spirited little picture, 
but the best glimpse of water comes from Zeim, 
whose “ Public Gardens of Venice "’ are bounded 
by the softly rippling tide. This picture is one 
of the most spontaneous seen from the hand of 
this artiet. though itevoids the Gaming Vene- 
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tiancolors ia which he ususily delights. 
oe a waters and a maze of 


Julien Dupré's “* Gleaners” is good in drawihg 
and action and in open-air quality, but some 
what labored and unreposeful in composition. 
Seifert’s peasant girl 1s cleverly painted, thotigh 
not free from sentimentality. William E. Nor- 
ton gives us a thoroughly natural crowd “On the 
Coast of Holland,” a crowd enveloped in moist 
and misty which softly harmonizsgs theif 
colors. It is Uifficult to tind a reason for the @i. 
istence of such a picture as Marcius Simons’ 
helter skelter interior with its obnoxious figures, 
The only water-color in the collection, “The 
Bathers,” by Heilbuth, is an admirable littie 
drawing, swift, simple, true, and vigorous, 

Accompanying the Reichard paintings is Mer 
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cier’s etching of Henri Regnault’s “ Aniomedon — 


and the Horses of Achilles,” of which O’Brien 
had an impression last spring. The plate faith- 
fully conveys the spirit of the original, interpret- 
ing it somewhat in the manner of the early etch- 
ers. The magnificent audacity, the heroic,action 
ofthe young Regnault’s masterpiece, make it 
difficult for tne world to be reconciled to the 
hazards of war, which cut off in tne bloom of 
youth a geniusto whom no. great achievements 
seemed impossible,

Interesting to Musical People. 


The Beigian baritone and concert singer 
Biauwaert, who last summer sang Gurnemanz iq 
‘** Parsifal” at Bayreuth with great artistic suc- 
cess, will leave the concert-room and will devote 
himself to the stage exclusively. He is pow 
studying the parts of Hans Sachs and Teira- 
mund in German. and he is expected to sing 
them at the Vienna Court Opera-House during 
the coming season. 

One of the curiosities of the exposition 
which is attracting the attention of intelligent 
musicians is an “enharmonic harmoniem,”’ the 
invention of M. Gontard of Tremzoad, Astatic 
Turkey. In the new instrument the homologous 
notes are rendered by different keys and not by 
the same one as on the key-boards now in use, 
Thus C sharpand D fiat are assigned to two in- 
dividual keys between the C natural and the D 
natural. Itis said that complicated harmonics 
and enharmonic modulations acquire a peculiar 
effect when played on this ingenious instrument, 
which is of course tuned to the enharmonic scale, 
with the flat a “‘comma™ lower than the convea- 
tional homologous sharp.—American Musicign. 

The first performance of Smareglia’s new 
opera, *The Vassal of Szigeth,.” took piace 
at the Vienna Opera-House on the Sth inst.

Co- 
lymbus himseif twice, in his will (1498), says 
L® was born in Genoa; ana in the codicil 

1506) he refers to his ‘beloved country, the 

public of Genoa.’ Ferdinand calis his 
father * a Genoese.’ 

*“ Of modern writers Spotorno in the intro- 
duction to the *‘Codice Diplomatico Colum- 
bo-Americano’ (1523), and earlier in his 
* Delia Origine @ Delia Patria di Columbo,’ 
1819. has elaborated the claim with proofs 
and arguments which have been accepted by 
Irving, Bossi, Sanguinetti, Rossily, Le Lor- 
gues, and most other biographers and writers. 

“There still remains the possibility of 
Genoa, as refered to by Columbus and his 
contempararies, sienifving the region de- 
pendent on it, rather than the town itself: ana 
with this latitude recognized, there are four- 
teen towns or hamlets, as Harrisse names 
4ttem, which present their claims. 

* Ferdinand Columbus resented Guistinia- 
ni’s statement that the Admiral was of bum- 
bie origin, and sought to connect his father’s 
descent with we Columbus of an @ocient line 
and fame; but his disdainful recognition of 
such a descent is, after all, not conducive to 
a belief in Ferdinand’s own conviction of the 
connection. There remains little doubt 
that his father was a wool weav- 
er or draper, and owned small ianded 
properties, at one time or another, in or not 
far from Genoa; and, as Harrisse infers, it 
was in one of the houses on tne Bisigno road 
as vou go from Genoa that Columbus was 
perhaps torn. Beyond bis birth of poor and 
respectabie parents we know nothing posi- 
tively about the earliest years of Columbus. 
He was about 70 years old at his death, As- 
cension Day, May 20, 1506. His son Diego 
and afew devoted friends were at his bed- 
side in the house in which he passed away.”’

FROM GALENA TO VICKSBURG. 


An Interesting Sketch of the Early Portion 
of Gen. Grant's Military Career. 


At a late meeting in St. Paul of the Minne-- 


sota Commandery of the Loya) Legion an in- 
teresting paper, entitied ** With Gen. Grant 
from Galena to Vicksburg,” was read by 
Gen. A. L. Chetlain of Chicago, who was an 
old and intnmate friend of Gen. Grant. That 
portion of Gen. Grant’s career including the 
sixty days after the breaking out of the war 
has been seldom touched upon, and little 
Was said about itin the General’s autobiog- 


raphy. | 

** The 1dea has been prevalent,” said Gen. 
Chetiain, “that Gen. -Grant was at Galena 
when the war broke out, poor and obscure, 
and was suddeniy lifted up by political pow- 
er and floated like a bubbie from Galena to 
Vicksburg. from Vicksburg to Appomat- 
tox, and from Appomattox to the White 
House. The fact is that he struggied 
against influences of which few peopie had 
any knowledge, but he never complained, 
patientiy waiting until his time came. In tne 
spring of 18601 met for tne first time at Ga- 
lena Ulysses 8. Grant,. ex-Captain of the 
United States regular army, who had recent- 
ly taken a place in the store of his brother, 
Simpson Grant. The salary was small and 
barely sufficient for the suppoft of bis family. 
He ied a duiet life, but was a free and intelili- 
gent talker, ana frequentiy entertained his 


neighbors with stories of his experiences in - 


the Mexican War. He was not an active 
politician, but took a keen interest in the 
affairs of the country. When the cali for 
traops came a mass-meeting was held at Ga- 
lena and resolutions, proposed by the Hon. 
E. B. Washburne, were adopted pledging 
support to the Governmentand flag. Another 
meeting was neld to raise a military com- 
pany and Capt. Grant.presided. 

* I was the first volunteer to respond, and 
it was the first company organized in tne 
Northwest outside of Chicago. Grant de- 
clined the captaincy, as, having been in the 
reguiar army, he thought be should have 
something better, and 1 was chosen. Capt. 
Grant went with the company to Spring- 
field, bearing with him a ietter from Mr. 
Washburne to the Governor, recommend- 
ing that he be appointed to some position 
where his military education and experience 
Would make/him vaiuable. He was finally 
Offered clericak work in the Adjutant Gen- 
@ral’s office and accepted, being willing to do 
anything. But he grew disgusted with this 
position, and one day said to me: ‘I am 
going back to the store tonight. You have 
boys in the company who can do this work.’ 
- But I persuaded him to remain. |

“It may be said with truth that this was 
| going to the verge of magnanimity towards a 
, foe already in the throes and helplessness of 
| overwhelming defeat. .. . 
| ‘*]t turned ont that he was more humane 
' than his congtitutional advisers. The 1n- 
| dorsement of his own handwriting on the 
manuscript draft of his proposed message 
| records the result of his appeal and sugges- 
; tion: 

** * Feb. 5, 1865.—Today these papers, which 
explain themselves, Were drawn up and sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet and unanimously dis- 
approved by them. A. LINCOLN.’ 

‘It would appear that there was but little 
| discussion of the proposition. The Presi- 
dent’s evident earnestness on tne one side and 
the unanimous dissent of the Cabinet on the 
other probably created an awkward situa- 
' tion which could be best relieved by silence 
on each hand. The diary of Secretary Welles 

gives only a brief mention of the important 
incident, but it reflects the feeling which per- 

vaded the Cabinet cnamber: 

MONDAY, Feb. 6, 1865.—There was a Cabinet 
meeting last evening. ThePresident had ma- 
tured ascheme which he hoped would be suc 

| cessful in promoting peace. It was a proposition 
| for paying the expense of the war for 200 days, 
or $40,000,000 to the Rebel States, to be for the 
| extinguishment of slavery or for such purpose as 
/ the States were dispose This, in. few words, 
| Was the scheme. it did not meet with favor, put 
' was dropped. The earnest desire of tho Presi- 
dent to conciliate and effect peace was manifest, 
| Dut there may be such @ thing as so overdoing as 
| to cause a distrust or adverse feeling. In the 
| present temper of Congress the proposed meas- 
ure, if a wise one, could not be carried through 
successfully; Idonot think the scheme could 
accomplish any good results. The Rebels would 
| misconstrue it if the offer were made, If at- 
tempted and defeated it would do harm. 

* The statement of Secretary Usher, writ- 
ten many years afterwards from memory, 
also records the deep feeling with which the 
President received the non-concurrence of 
his Executive Council: 
| “The members of the Cabinet were all opposed. 
| He seemed somewhat surprised at that ana asked, 
‘How long will the war jast?” Noone answered, 
but be soon said: ‘A hhundred days. We are 
spending nowin carrying on the war three mill- 
ions a day, which will amount to all this maney, 
besides all the lives.’ With a deep sigh he ada. 
ed, ‘ But you are all opposed to me and I will not 
send this message,’ 

“The entry nffde by Secretary Welles in 
his diary the morning after the Capinet 
meeting, as to the ampunt and time, is un- 
doubtedly the correctione, coinciding, as it 
does, with the Presidént’s manuscript. But 
the discrepancy in thé figures of tne two 
witnesses is of little moment. Both accounts 
show us that the proposal was not based on 
sentiment alore, but upon a practical arith- 
metical caiculation. An expenditure of 
three or four hundred millions was 
inevitable; but his plan would save 
many precious lives, would sbieid homes and 
hearths from further sorrow and desola- 
tion, would dissolve sectional hatred, and

It was astonishing to discover how large a 
percentage of the churches were not paying their 
own expenses and only continued open because 
they were in receipt of outside help. In one 
church where there were sixty communicants 
the presbytery paid the minister’s salary while 
the congregation managed to pay the taxes on 
their property, which was valued at $18,000, arid 
meet the other expenses of the building. The 
sextons agreed that the attendance depended 
almost altogether on the popularity of the pas- 
tor. If he was a good talker and attractive per- 
sonally the congregation was numerous and 
constant in attendance. If he was old and prosy 
or even if he was young and dullthe attendance 
was exceedingly slim, andon rainy mornings 
dropped almost to nothing. In one large church 
on a fashionable avenue there were only fifty 
communicants and the pastor's salary was paid 
by the pastor's relatives.
